took two first-place

The preciseness of word 
choice, the rhythm, the meticu¬ 
lous attention to detail, bit by 
bit, painting the portrait of 
Mr. Small’s personality, seating 
the reader alongside the author 
and subject—Zoweee. The 
writing never falters. There is 
nothing unnecessary. This is 
the kind of writing all should 
aspire to.”

19 entries for feature article

to 20,000) went to Maggie 
Kimmitt’s “For Sassy Hound, 
Retirement Takes an Arresting 
Turn,” published in May. 

“Very well written. Nice lead 
and good return to the subject 
at the end of the article.

The Breeders Cup Board of 
Members and Trustees consists 
of 48 individuals. Members 
and Trustees are elected by 
Breeders’ Cup foal and stal¬ 
lion nominators through a 
proportional shareholder vot¬ 
ing system. The Board of 
Members and Trustees meets 
at least annually for the elec¬ 
tion of members to the 13-per- 
son Breeders’ Cup Board of 
Directors, which oversees the 
activities of the corporation. 


JANNEY NAMED VICE 
CHAIRMAN OF JOCKEY CLUB 


S tuart S. Janney III, a native 
Marylander from one of 
racing’s most prominent 
families, has been named to 
succeed William S. Farish as 
vice chairman of The Jockey 
Club. 

The change took effect 
immediately. 

Janney became a member 
of The Jockey Club in 1992 
and was serving his third term 
on the Board of Stewards 
when he was named vice 
chairman. He has also served 


as chairman of The Jockey 
Club’s Thoroughbred Safety 
Committee, which he will con¬ 
tinue to lead. 

Janney’s late parents, Stuart 
S. Janney Jr. and Barbara Phipps 
Janney, bred horses for several 
decades at the family’s Locust 
Hill Farm in Butler, Md., and 
reached the pinnacle of the 
sport as breeder/owners of 
champion Ruffian. The elder 
Janney served as president of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association from 1959 to 1961.

RORY CREEK

T he story of Stefanie Freund¬ 
iich and Rory Creek is not a 
typical “girl and her pony” 
tale. It began with an avid rac¬ 
ing fan father, his pre-teen 
daughter, and Flail of Fame 
jockey Julie Krone. 

In the early 1990s, Pete 
Freundiich enjoyed taking his 
young family to Monmouth 
Park, near their home in New 
Jersey, and he followed Krone’s 
mounts with special interest. 

“Julie always had a thing for 
little kids,” Freundiich began, 
“and she’d stop to say hi when¬ 
ever she saw us there along 
the rail.” 

A winning silent auction 
bid at a Monmouth fundraiser 
netted the Freundlichs a din¬ 
ner with Krone, and from that 
meeting a strong friendship was 
forged. Krone grew so close to 
the family that she arranged 
for her own childhood pony, 
the much-loved Filly, to retire 
with the Freundlichs and spend 
her golden years teaching the 
daughters how to ride. 

“That pony taught those kids 
everything; she was fabulous,” 
said Freundiich. 

So it was no surprise years 
later when Krone intervened 
to place a favorite horse in the 
Freundiich home. 

Augustin Stable’s Rory Creek, 
who started his career in Great 
Britain, had been a frequent 
mount of Krone’s. Bred by 
Augustin owner George Straw- 
bridge Jr. in Pennsylvania, he 
was trained in the U.S. by Hall 
of Famer Jonathan Sheppard. 

Rory Creek (by Silver Hawk) 
boasts superb bloodlines, his 
dam being Strawbridge’s blue 
hen mare Annie Edge (Ire) 
(by Nebbiolo), who produced 
a total of six stakes winners. 
The others are English cham¬ 
pion Selkirk, now a leading 
European sire, Seebe, Syncline, 
Skillington and Rimrod. 

Rory Creek and Krone 
won the Budweiser Endurance 
Stakes-G3 at the Meadowlands 


in 1995. When a tiny hole in a 
suspensory ligament forced his 
retirement in 1997, Krone told 
Sheppard and his wife, Cathy, 
that she knew exactly whom 
to call. Sheppard consulted, 
Strawbridge conceded, and the 
diminutive bay gelding headed 
for the farm with a record of 
24-5-2-5 and $127,694 earned. 

Stefanie Freundiich remem¬ 
bers Rory’s arrival well. It was 
August 17,1997, her 11th birth¬ 
day. For the next three years, 
the pair competed in jumper 
classes (up to 3’6”). 

“Then in 2000 I decided I 
didn’t want to show any more, 
and I sent Rory for 30 days of 
polo training so I could play 
polocrosse on him,” she said. 
“I played in one tournament 
that year, and then the next 
spring I was training him for a 
point-to-point race and he tore 
his right front suspensory.” 

After several months of 
rehab, veterinarian Elden 
Klayman informed Stefanie 
that the hard stops and tight 
turns required in polocrosse 
would preclude Rory’s partici¬ 
pation in the sport. 


When he had recovered, 
Stefanie briefly leased him to a 
friend whose pony had retired, 
and he was again in the show 
ring in some smaller jumper 
classes. 

“After that I brought him 
home, and then I moved out 
to Reno, Nev. I hunted him 
out there for a while [with the 
Red Rock Hounds] because he 
was the most reliable horse I 
knew. I decided to start show¬ 
ing again and tried my luck 
doing jumpers. Rory was 14 at 
this point, but he brought me 
back up to 3’6” jumpers. He 
also competed in a puissance 
and jumped 4’8”. I couldn’t 
believe it,” Stefanie Freundiich 
recounted. 

Returning to New Jersey 
shortly thereafter, Freundiich 
was talked into re-trying polo¬ 
crosse by some old friends. 
Believing Rory would not be 
able to play, she began shop¬ 
ping for a replacement mount. 

“In the meantime, I gave 
Rory a shot, telling myself I 
would take it easy on him and 
if he was at all sore, we would 
stop,” she said. 


She needn’t have worried. 
That year, 2005, he won the 
best horse award in his first 
tournament back-only his sec¬ 
ond lifetime tournament-and 
went on to become one of the 
top polocrosse ponies on the 
East Coast. He won best horse 
at the national championships 
in Texas later that same year. 

“Every year I would tell 
everyone that it was Rory’s last 
year and he was retiring, but 
he just didn’t seem to want 
to,” Freundiich related. “He 
just kept coming back. People 
all over the country know and 
love Rory, and anyone given 
the opportunity to play polo¬ 
crosse on him said that he was 
the best horse they had ever 
played.” 

In May 2008, Rory devel¬ 
oped sclerosis in his right hock. 
Heartbroken, Stefanie was sure 
this was the end of his brilliant 
career. 

“But I was very grateful he 
had stayed sound for so long,” 
she added. She turned him 
out, believing he would need at 
least a year off. A month later, 
die vet visited the Freundlichs’ 
68-acre Wee Beginnings Farm 
in Hopewell, N.J. Checking 
on Rory, he had Freundiich 
jog him “just to have a look.” 
To their absolute surprise, he 
was totally sound. When asked 
what she should do with the 
horse, the vet responded “ride 
him.” 

Within two months, Rory 
was again playing top level polo¬ 
crosse-and winning awards. 

“He continued to be the 
best horse I have ever played 
on,” Freundiich asserted. “I 
finally retired him at the end 
of 2009 at the age of 18. Over 
the years, he became my best 
friend. Most people never get 
a horse as wonderful. Rory will 
always be the best thing that 
ever happened to me, the true 
love of my life. He’s my little 
miracle.”

MARIO CALDERON 

Exercise rider and former jock¬ 
ey Mario Calderon was killed 
during morning training hours 
on May 30 at Philadelphia Park 
when his foot became caught 
in the stirrups and he was 
dragged by his mount, Cassidy 
Blue. The 55-year-old resident 
of Croydon, Pa., suffered head 
and chest injuries and died later 
at a nearby hospital. 

Mr. Calderon, a native of 
Ecuador, began his 30-year 
career as a jockey in Kentucky 
and won 221 races from more 
than 1,900 starts. He retired 
from race riding on February 
11, 2008, and was the primary 
exercise rider for the barn of 
trainer Pam Shavelson. 

College trust funds have 
been established for Mr. Calde¬ 
ron’s two young children, 
Mario (9) and Mercedes (3).

BILL HANDLEMAN 

Bill Handleman, 62, who cov¬ 
ered racing with excellence 
and distinction during his long 
career as an award-winning 
sports and news columnist for 
the Asbury Park Press in New 
Jersey, died on June 9 following 
a two-year battle with kidney 
cancer. 

Mr. Handleman, the son of 
an international correspondent 
for U.S. News & World Report , 
grew up in Tokyo, Paris, San 
Francisco and Washington, 
D.C., graduating with a degree 
in history from Occidental 
College in Los Angeles. 

After stints at the Guardian in 
Lexington Park, Md., and Star- 
Democrat in Easton, Md., he 
joined the Press’s sports depart¬ 
ment in 1979. 

Following is an excerpt from 
Mr. Handleman s obituary by 
Shannon Mullen, staff writer 
for APP.com: 

“[Mr. Handleman’s] exper¬ 
tise, and abiding passion, was 


horse racing. . . A fixture at 
Monmouth Park, where he had 
a bird’s eye view of the track 
from a tiny room adjoining 
the press box he appropriated 
as his private domain, he had 
an uncanny ability to mine the 
backstretch and luxury parterre 
boxes for juicy scoops and hid¬ 
den story gems. 

“‘He found out that [Hall 
of Fame trainer] Sonny Hine 
had worked for the CIA and 
spoke fluent Mongolian,’mar¬ 
veled longtime friend and fel¬ 
low racing aficionado Tom 
Luicci, a sports columnist for 
the Star-Ledger. ‘He would find 
those stories because he went 
every single day.’ 

“Handleman was respected 
not just as a sportswriter but 
as a handicapper. He burnished 
his reputation in that regard 
considerably in 1995 when he 
walked away with the top prize 
in the prestigious $100,000 
Penn National World Series of 
Handicapping. 

“He watched the sport’s 
waning prestige and deepen¬ 
ing financial woes with sad¬ 
ness, nostalgia and not a little 
vitriol toward the money inter¬ 
ests and politicians he felt were 
chiefly responsible. In a 2008 
column, he reminisced about 
what Monmouth Park-‘the 
grand dame of New Jersey 
racing’-was like when he first 
visited there more than two 
decades earlier. 

“‘She was privately owned 
then, not award of the state,’he 
wrote. ‘The beech trees in the 
saddling ring had not yet grown 
into their majesty. Ladies still 
wore fancy hats to the track. 
Every so often you’d even see 
a man in a seersucker suit. The 
racing was better then. The 
horses were better. The food 
tasted better. People were more 
civilized. At least it seemed that 
way.’ 

“A1 Gold, a horse owner 
and longtime friend, named a 
horse Handleman in his honor. 
The 4-year-old colt finished 
second at Churchill Downs in 
the race immediately follow¬ 
ing this year’s Kentucky Derby. 


Handleman himself was too ill 
to attend, but he watched die 
race in a wheelchair at Mon¬ 
mouth Park, surrounded by 
friends.” 

RICHARD 

LOUGHBOROUGH 

Richard Franklin Loughbor¬ 
ough, a former owner/trainer 
at Charles Town, died on May 
27. He was 88. 

Mr. Loughborough grew up 
in Virginia horse country, in 
Clarke and Fauquier Counties, 
and was introduced to racing 
by Harry Simpson, uncle of the 
late trainer James P. Simpson, 
in The Plains, Va. 

He maintained an active rac¬ 
ing stable as an owner/trainer 
from the 1960s to ’80, cam¬ 
paigning at Penn National and 
Mountaineer Park as well as 
Charles Town. 

Mr. Loughborough’s best 
runners were Pic-a-Bair, a 1962 
gelding by Obair whom he bred 
and raced to win 19 of 66 starts 
over a span of 11 years, and Oh 
(1959, ^Double Eclipse), who 
raced for 10 years, winning or 
placing in 79 of 171 outings. 

JAYNE MEREDITH 

Jayne McKenney Meredith, a 
longtime Maryland horsewom¬ 
an, died on June 26 at the age 
of 90. 


Mrs. Meredith was born and 
raised in Centreville on Mary¬ 
land’s Eastern Shore, where she 
met her husband of 67 years, 
Dr. G.G. (Gibby) Meredith, a 
now-retired equine veterinar¬ 
ian. 

Mrs. Meredith attended 
Western Maryland College and 
graduated in 1941 from Bard 
Avon Secretarial School. She 
was employed for five years as a 
private secretary at McCormick 
Spice Company. 

The Merediths settled in 
Kingsville, Md., where they 
owned and operated two Thor¬ 
oughbred breeding farms. 
Mrs. Meredith’s horses won 
many races under the stable 
name Merry Acres Farm. For 
10 years beginning in 1962, 
the Merediths operated Cedar 
Lane Farm in partnership with 
T.J. Kelly, standing stallions Be 
Somebody and Ambernash, 
among others. 

Mrs. Meredith attended 
50 consecutive runnings of 
the Preakness as well as nine 
Kentucky Derbys, and she also 
traveled to the Prix de l’Arc de 
Triomphe in Paris. 

She and her husband had 
made their home at Blakehurst 
Retirement Community in 
Towson, Md., since 1997. Sur¬ 
vivors include a son, George 
Meredith Jr. Their son Donald 
Meredith DVM, a veterinarian 
and former editor of The Horse¬ 
men’s Journal, died in 2005.

Maryland’s 
scholarship 
program: a 
gift that keeps 
growing 


M aryland’s annual scholarship program for backstretch and 
farm employees started in the late 1980s-inspired, sadly, 
by a fatal plane crash. 

Harrison E. Johnson, a popular Maryland-based trainer and 
licensed pilot, was returning home from Saratoga when his plane 
went down near the Woodbridge, Va., airport in July 1985. 

To honor his memory, the Maryland Racing Writers 
Association (now Maryland Racing Media Association or 
MRMA) established a scholarship fund for Mr. Johnson’s 
11 -year-old son, Keith. 

The next year, the fund was opened to college students 
working within Maryland’s Thoroughbred breeding and racing 
industry. Among the first to apply was Tim Keefe, a Prince 
George’s Community College student who has long since 
become one of Maryland’s top trainers. 

Generous though it was on the part of media-types, the 
MRWA scholarship program hardly put a dent on the real cost 
of attending college. 

Then in 1994, two other groups — the Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association and Maryland Horsemen’s Assistance 
Fund—partnered with the MRWA to greatly expand the program. 
Soon after that, Milton P. Higgins, a prominent owner/breeder, 
added substantial support, and a number of other donors, 
including the Maryland Horse Breeders Association’s charitable 
arm, the Maryland Horse Industry Foundation, joined in. 

Year-by-year, the program, now known as the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Scholarship Fund, has provided grants that, while 
not huge, have made a significant difference for young (and some 
not so young) people attending college. Scholarship recipients 
have gone on to become practicing equine veterinarians, trainers, 
racing radio show hosts and race track officials, among other 
successful careers. 

In die last 10 years, the scholars hip fund has awarded nearly 
$275,000. 

Despite tough economic times in the state, the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Scholarship Fund will have far more money 
available in the fall of 2010 than ever before. That’s because 
Thoroughbred Charities of America (TCA), the subject of the 
feature article that begins on page 20 of this magazine, has 
stepped in with a grant of $11,200. 

“The TCA’s grant propels us to a new level,” says David 
Richardson, who, as president of MRMA, has spent countless 
hours coordinating the scholarship fund. “It’s an example of how 
the TCA really does work to support and improve all aspects of 
the industry.”

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Finding the 
right formula 

EQB’s Jeff Seder and Patti Miller hit their stride with 
two champions and a top 3-year-old. by Don ciippinger 


J effrey A. Seder and Patrice 
M. (Patti) Miller form one 
of the oddest partnerships 
among the Thoroughbred 
business's many odd couples. 
They are east and west, sun and 
moon, Mars and Venus, Felix 
and Oscar. 

They are highly intelligent, 
and both possess horseman¬ 
ship skills, but they apply 
those talents in different pro¬ 
portions. Seder, the brainiac 
Harvard-educated tinkerer, is 
always probing at the edges, 
looking for new aspects of the 
Thoroughbred race horse to 
dump into his computer. Miller 
is the professional horsewoman 
with her feet planted firmly on 
the ground. 

If they were aboard an air¬ 
plane preparing for takeoff, 
Miller said, “Jeff would be 
looking at the dials and gauges, 
and I'm the one saying, We're 
still on the ground."’ 

But their partnership has 
endured for more than three 
decades, and EQB Inc., the 
West Grove, Pa.-based com¬ 
pany created by Seder in 1978, 
has hit its stride. 

Boy, has it ever. EQB- 
s elec ted Informed Decision 
and Forever Together earned 
Eclipse Awards for client 
George Strawb ridge Jr.'s 
Augustin Stable in each of the 
last two years, and Eskendereya, 
selected for client Ahmed 


Zayat, is still regarded as the 
best 3-year-old of 2010. 

“I tell people it was easy,” 
said Seder, EQB's president 
and chief executive officer. “It 
only took 35 years and several 
million dollars to be an over¬ 
night success.” 

Indeed, the investment is no 
exaggeration. The money went 
into research that explored 
countless aspects of the Thor¬ 
oughbred race horse, looking 
for the characteristics that sep¬ 
arate a stakes winner or cham¬ 
pion from the herd. EQB has 
looked at nearly everything imag¬ 
inable over those years, includ¬ 
ing biopsies of muscle samples 
to compare top horses and 
lowly claimers. The conclusion: 
Not much difference there. 

After the hard disk stops 
spinning, Seder said, two char¬ 
acteristics appear to separate 
the great from the common: 
Heart and stride. But a big 
heart and a long stride are not 
complete answers in them¬ 
selves. The nuances of heart 
and stride are vitally important, 
and Seder said the epiphany 
occurred when EQB bought 
Informed Decision at the 2007 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sale of 
2-year-olds in training. 

RESTLESS INTELLECT 

Of Jeff Seder, it can be said: 
“He could have been a doctor.” 
Indeed, the Jenkintown, Pa., 


native majored in psychology 
and pre-med at Harvard Col¬ 
lege, where he was magna cum 
laude and Phi Beta Kappa. But 
he also was something of a 
tinkerer, possessing the sort of 
restless intellect that, if handed 
a Rolex watch, would want to 
disassemble it to see how it 
worked. 

His tinkering and mechani¬ 
cal skills extended to things 
larger than watches. At age 13, 
he built a go-cart complete 
with an engine and transmis¬ 
sion. (His father laughed at him 
when the go-cart was too big 
to get out of die basement.) 
While attending Harvard, he 
graduated from the General 
Motors Institute, where he 
learned the intricacies of inter¬ 
nal-combustion engines. That 
unlikely specialty led him into 
the horse world. In Africa, of 
all places. 

After completing his under¬ 
graduate degree in 1970, Seder 
worked on a Rotary Inter¬ 
national project in conjunction 
with the Peace Corps in Africa. 
His specialty was truck engines, 
but his recreation was horses, 
specifically an indigenous pony 
that a local veterinarian lent to 
him. 

Seder learned to ride by 
reading a book written by an 
Austrian cavalry officer. The 
book skipped over the intrica¬ 
cies of staying in the saddle. 


“Never once did I make it back 
on the horse,” he said. 

Back in the U.S., Seder 
returned to Harvard to pursue 
a joint program that yielded a 
master's of business administra¬ 
tion and a law degree in 1976, 
again with high honors. He 
would make time in the after¬ 
noons to take riding lessons 
and became sufficiently profi¬ 
cient to gallop race horses. 

In June 1976, he went to 
work for Citibank's interna¬ 
tional banking division, where 
he was working on loans to 
African nations. It was a great 
opportunity but a bad fit. At 
noon each day, he walked past 
a glass-encased cafeteria with a 
huge mural of countryside and 
horses. Seder imagined it was 
the rolling hills of Pennsylvania 
and wondered why he was in 
the canyons of Manhattan 
when he wanted to be in the 
pastures of his native state. 

He quit Citibank, rented a 
farm in Valley Forge, and sup¬ 
ported himself and his first 
horse, Tony, by working as 
director of the Association for 
the Advancement of Sports 
Potential (AASP), chartered to 
do sports medicine research 
and consulting to U.S. Olympic 
Teams. 

That work and Seder's other 
interests led to EQB, or Equine 
Biomechanics and Exercise 
Physiology Inc. But he also 
needed a lucky break. 
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Patti Miller, a former trainer, and Jeff Seder, a Harvard-educated brainiac, bring together a rare blend of talents. 


SUCCESSFUL TRAINER 

Patti Miller was practically 
born on the back of a horse. 
Her father, a Scott Paper Co. 
executive and avid foxhunter in 
the countryside to the west of 
Philadelphia, taught her how 
to read the Daily Racing Form 
before she could handle Dr. 
Seuss. She grew up competing 
in just about anything involv¬ 
ing a horse and was an accom¬ 
plished point-to-point rider 
by the time she was 16. She 
trained at the Fair Hill Training 
Center in its early years and 
became a highly successful 
trainer with what she described 
as her “limpers and bleeders.” 
She was a leading trainer at 
Delaware Park in the 1980s 
with the imperfect specimens 
that she turned into runners. 

Along the way, she devel¬ 
oped the skills and instincts of 


die Thoroughbred profession¬ 
al, die ability to discriminate 
between the imperfection that 
you can live with and the daw 
that means sure disaster. 

She did some freelance work 
to supplement her income, and 
a friend referred her to this 
guy in Valley Forge who need¬ 
ed someone to break a young 
horse for him. Seder had tried 
to break the horse himself and 
ended up on the ground with a 
broken wrist. 

Miller broke his youngster, 
but it was a very peculiar exer¬ 
cise. Seder, ever the mad scien¬ 
tist, would ask her to stop fre- 
quendy during the process so 
that he could take the horse’s 
temperature. 

“I thought he was crazy,” 
Miller said, and she wasn’t 
referring to the horse. 


Seder soon realized diat 
Miller had skills that he did 
not possess. “We’re very dif¬ 
ferent personalities, and that 
makes for conflicts,” he said. 
“But sand and an oyster make 
a pearl, and we’ve really come 
to respect each other.” Miller 
added diplomatically: “The 
early days were interesting.” 

Indeed, Miller’s insights have 
been crucial to EQB’s success, 
helping to make it a successful 
business enterprise rather than 
a money-losing operation with 
lots of data and litde else. As 
much as anything, she instilled 
a respect for the training pro¬ 
cess. “You have to realize that 
people have been training these 
horses in a certain way for a 
reason,” she said. 

She also imparted an insight 
that remains a cornerstone of 
EQB’s approach. From race 


riding and galloping horses, 
Miller observed that “they 
lengthen. They don’t quicken.” 
Thus, the emphasis on stride 
length. 

Together, Seder and Miller 
embarked on a journey that 
sought to find the characteris¬ 
tics that differentiate the great 
from the ordinary. In the pro¬ 
cess, EQB developed a data¬ 
base encompassing more than 
50,000 Thoroughbreds, each 
of them measured and evalu¬ 
ated to find that special charac¬ 
teristic that defines the perfect 
horse. 

In truth, the beast does not 
exist. 

“There’s no one great 
horse,” Seder said. “The perfect 
horse is one that knows where 
the finish line is and speaks 
Spanish.” They also found that 
the bad points are more impor-

EQB’S IMPACT 


E QB’s buying power 
was conspicuous at 
this year’s late-season 
2-year-olds in training auc¬ 
tions. 

With Miller signing die 
tickets, EQB was the lead¬ 
ing buyer by gross at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sale 
of 2-year-olds in training, 
purchasing seven 2-year-olds 
for $756,000, a $108,000 
average, topped by an Indian 


Charlie colt for $200,000 and 
a Stormy Atlantic filly for 
$180,000. 

The EQB team sub- 
sequendy was the leading 
buyer at the Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s June sale 
of 2-year-olds and horses 
in training with three pur¬ 
chases for $255,000, includ¬ 
ing a Sharp Humor filly who 
worked the sale’s fastest fur¬ 
long and sold for $170,000. 


tant than the good points. “It’s 
more important to know where 
the hole was rather than what 
was terrific,” he said. 

PURSUIT OF 
UNKNOWABLE 

Why race horses? For 
Miller, EQB’s vice-president, 
the answer is relatively straight¬ 
forward, but less so with Seder. 
He always loved animals and 
speed; he once held a motor¬ 
cycle racing license, and his 
Porsche sits in the driveway of 
EQB’s West Grove office. But 
die intellectual challenge also 
was a part of the calculus that 
led to EQB. 

Seder is driven to know the 
unknowable, to fathom die 
unfadiomable, to comprehend 
a being with so many complexi¬ 
ties and understand what makes 
it tick. His efforts also were 
guided by a rigorous —some 
would say compulsive—adher¬ 
ence to the scientific method, 
an orderly search for revealed 
truth through experimentation, 
data-gathering and observa¬ 
tion. 

Any search for order from 
chaos is bound to run into brick 
walls at every turn, and EQB 
certainly endured its setbacks. 
To support the pursuit of the 
impossible dream, Seder always 
worked at least two jobs, begin¬ 
ning with the two-year stint 
with AASP. His M.B.A. and law 
degree lent themselves to cor¬ 
porate turnarounds, first with 
Craftex Mills Inc., where he 
was chief executive from 1984 
until he cashed out in 2000 in a 


management buyout. In 2002, 
he became chief executive of 
bankrupt Boston Stores and 
was instrumental in turning 
around the California-based 
retail chain. He also serves as 
an investment adviser. 

The business successes 
allowed Seder to sink every 
available dollar into EQB, 
which hired well-known scien¬ 
tists from prestigious univer¬ 
sities, such as George Pratt, 
Ph.D., of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, to 
conduct scientific research 
for the company. EQB also 
developed computer systems 
to massage the mountains of 
data, and it pioneered a device 
to measure bone density. The 
amodal-ultrasound instrument 
had little acceptance in the 
horse industry, but EQB part¬ 
nered with Johnson & Johnson 
and other companies to apply it 
to human medicine for evaluat¬ 
ing and treating osteoporosis. 

The company developed the 
first accurate heart rate monitor 
for horses, which showed that 
their heart rates could top 200 
beats per minute at full exer¬ 
tion. It also looked at a bunch 
of other factors, including nos¬ 
tril size, and found few that 
meant much to performance. 

“Things that were important 
in humans weren’t important in 
horses,” Seder said. 

But good science, if indeed 
it was good science, certainly 
was not good business. “The 
first 20 years were a mess,” 
Seder said. “In the early days 
it didn’t go very well, probably 


because I didn’t know enough 
about horse racing and race 
horses.” 

He also did not receive 
much help or encouragement 
from the academic community 
and thus could not defray those 
costs with grants or research 
assistance. 

“I was always branded as 
commercial, but I was losing 
my ass,” Seder said. EQB’s 
research papers on echocardio- 
graphic measurements and gait 
variables were published in 
May 2003 in a 112-page supple¬ 
ment to the Journal of Equine 
Veterinary Science . 

Then things changed. “The 
science got good,” he said. 
“Patti Miller was another turn¬ 
ing point. She got interested 
in the technology, and we sup¬ 
ported her.” 

Miller recalls with a laugh 
some of the early technology. 
She was sent out to gallop a 
horse with a bulky telemetric 
backpack, complete with an 
antenna, to measure heart rate 
and other data. When a horse 
once dumped her, she was not 
certain whether the science 
folks who rushed over to her 
were more interested in her 
well-being or the condition of 
die data pack. 

Another important break¬ 
through occurred when major 
clients such as Strawbridge 
and Zayat came to trust EQB’s 
approach and allowed die com¬ 
pany to apply its principles to 
the sales arena. 

The science improved in 
large part because it concen¬ 
trated on the current keystones 
of EQB’s analysis, stride length 
and heart size. For all of its 
expenditures on the latest tech¬ 
nologies, the principal piece of 
equipment for its stride analysis 
was bought off the shelf. Of 
course, only Seder knew where 
to find the shelf. 

The instrument is a high¬ 
speed camera, and it is widely 
used in the textile industry to 
capture the actions of needles 
piercing cloth thousands of 
times per minute. Craftex was 
in that business, and Seder 
made some minor adaptations 
to convert the camera for use 
at 2-year-olds in training sales 
or on farms. 


Veteran horsemen know 
what a good stride looks like, 
but Seder suggests they are 
not seeing everything that they 
need to observe in a stride, 
even when diey slow down a 
standard video image of a pre¬ 
sale workout. 

He pushes away from his 
desk at EQB’s office, where 
a computer monitor perches 
precariously atop a pile of 
books, and moves a few feet 
to a DVD player attached to 
another monitor. 

He runs a tape of a pre-sale 
workout of a highly regarded 
youngster. The stride looks 
great, surely money in the bank 
for the consignor. But Seder 
then plays the output of his 
high-speed camera, and the 
youngster’s near foreleg slaps 
at the ground, causing the knee 
to arc inward. “This horse will 
never stay sound,” he said. The 
horse sold for big money, but 
EQB was not in the bidding. 

The Green Monkey, who 
sold for a world-record $16 mil¬ 
lion at the 2006 Fasig-Tipton 
Calder sale of selected 2-year- 
olds in training, was another 
example, Seder said. “He had 
a beautiful gallop, but he was 
using too much energy, and it 
wasn’t a racing gait.” 

Stride length has been mea¬ 
sured for a century or more, but 
a long stride does not always 
translate into high speed. 

“Stride length is important 
if you know at what veloc¬ 
ity the horse is running. You 
have to know precisely,” Seder 
said. “Some horses race exactly 
like Secretariat. But they are 
not going as fast as Secretariat. 
If it has the same velocity as 
Secretariat, I may be interested. 
You always have to be in con¬ 
text.” 

Heart size is the variable 
that Miller has measured over 
and over again. As with stride 
length, the context is impor¬ 
tant. 

“Some people think a big 
heart is a big heart,” she said. 
“But it’s relative to the size of 
the horse.” 

This heart-size metric also 
was one where the science 
improved as more and more 
measurements-in excess of 
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30,000 and counting—were 
taken. “The noise starts to 
come out of the data” Miller 
said. 

“If you know nothing else 
about a horse, heart size is die 
one variable Id pick,” Seder 
said, but again the great heart 
has to be considered in context. 
“If it has crooked legs and a big 
heart, so what?” Also, a head 
case or a lackadaisical horse will 
not live up to the promise of 
his heart size. 

EARLY SUCCESS 

Seder identifies Informed 
Decision as the breakthrough 
horse for EQB, but in fact the 
company began having success 
in identifying top horses in the 
mid-1990s. Its public shortlists 
of sales prospects included 
Kentucky Derby-Gl winners 
Thunder Gulch (1995), Silver 
Charm (’97), Fusaichi Pegasus 
(’00), Monarchos (’01) and 
Funny Cide (’03). 

Of course, EQB purchased 
none of those classic win¬ 
ners, but it was becoming a 
player at the top level, starting 
with Madcap Escapade. For 
client Bruce Lunsford, EQB 
selected Madcap Escapade 
out of the 2002 Keeneland 
September Yearling sale, where 
agent/trainer Frank Brothers 
signed the $160,000 sales ticket. 
The Hennessy filly won the 
2004 Ashland Stakes-Gl and 
retired with career earnings 
of $1,052,852. In 2006, she 
was sold for $6 million at the 
Keeneland November sale. 

EQB also picked out Bow¬ 
man’s Band, a $260,000 pur¬ 
chase at the 2000 Keeneland 
April sale of 2-year-olds in 
training who earned $1.3 mil¬ 
lion for Martin Schwartz and 
launched a promising stud 
career before his premature 
death at age 10. 

EQB rightly can be 
described as the company that 
got George Strawbridge into 
the sales arena. Previously, most 
of Strawbtidge’s runners had 
been homebreds, largely out of 
mares he bred or bought as rac¬ 
ing and breeding prospects. 
EQB had advised the Augustin 
Stable owner on the career of 
With Anticipation, a homebred

Relaunch gelding who won five 
Grade 1 races and $2,660,543. 

Seder and Miller both 
describe Strawbridge as the 
ideal client. After initially 
spending several days at their 
offices to learn about their 
technology and philosophy, he 
now gives them a budget and 
tells them to find the best horse 
in the sale. Their first home run 
for their Chester County neigh¬ 


bor was Forever Together, a 
Belong to Me filly who sold for 
$240,000 at the Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Co.’s 2006 sale of selected 
2-year-olds in training. 

Miller conducts most of 
EQB’s pre-sale inspections, 
and she was not impressed 
with Forever Together at first 
glance. 

“She was a smaller filly 
when I saw her. I didn’t think 


I was going to like her,” she 
said. “But her cardiac was spec¬ 
tacular.” 

A three-time Grade 1 
winner in 2008, including 
the Breeders’ Cup Filly and 
Mare Turf, Forever Together 
was voted an Eclipse Award 
as champion turf female that 
year. Trained by Racing Flail 
of Fame member Jonathan 
Sheppard, she returned in 2009 
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to win the Diana Stakes-G1 
for a second time and remains 
active this year at the highest 
level with a second-place fin¬ 
ish in the Gamely Stakes-Gl 
at Hollywood Park on May 29. 
She has nearly $2.9 million in 
earnings. 

Forever Together excels 
at longer distances, while 
Informed Decision is pure 
speed. Miller joked that Shep¬ 
pard asked her not to send him 
any more horses that are quite 
so fast. 

“I never had a trainer com¬ 
plain about that before,” she 
said. 

Informed Decision's work¬ 
out before the 2007 Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic sale of 2-year- 
olds in training was not espe¬ 
cially fast, “but the gait analysis 
nabbed her anyway,” Seder said. 
“I had trained myself to watch 
horses' workouts, and it was 
perfect. Patti said, "We have to 
have this horse.'” It would not 
be easy. The EQB team had to 
ask Strawbridge to increase his 
budget and then went over that 
amount before getting her for 
$320,000. 

It was a lot of money, but 
well worth it. To date, Informed 
Decision has earned $1,892,759. 
Her 2009 campaign included 
three Grade 1 victories, culmi¬ 
nating with a victory in the 
Breeders' Cup Filly and Mare 
Sprint at Santa Anita Park. In 
January, Strawbridge collected 
his second Eclipse Award in 
two years after the Monarchos 
filly was voted champion female 
sprinter. 


“That one brought it all 
together,” Seder said. 

Ahmed Zayat is a very dif¬ 
ferent type of client for EQB. 
Unlike Strawbridge, he is heav¬ 
ily involved in the selection 
process and signs his own sales 
tickets. 

“I have to watch what I 
say around him,” Seder said. 
“He's a very smart guy, and 
he remembers everything that 
you say. He understood what 
we were doing, and we did it 
together.” 

Of the purchases for Zayat, 
21.5 percent have become 
stakes winners and 5.9 percent 
are graded stakes winners, far 
above the respective industry 
norms of 3.1 percent for stakes 
winners and 0.6 percent for 
graded winners. Seder said the 
percentage of Zayat's graded 
winners that passed all of 
EQB's tests was much higher, 
above 20 percent. With horses 
such as Zensational and Z 
Humor earning in the high six 
figures, the Egyptian-born New 
Jersey businessman became 
one of the sport's leading own¬ 
ers within a few years. 

Zensational was a sensation¬ 
al sprinter last year, when the 
3-year-old won three consecu¬ 
tive Grade 1 races against older 
competitors, but Eskendereya 
looked to be headed toward 
classic glory. 

After a disappointing effort 
in the 2009 Breeders' Cup 
Juvenile-Gl, the Giant's Cause¬ 
way colt matured over the win¬ 
ter into a dominant Grade 1 
winner. He blew away the 


Fountain of Youth Stakes-G2 
by eight and a half lengths and 
widened to a nine and three- 
quarter-length victory in the 
Wood Memorial Stakes-Gl at 
Aqueduct. A soft-tissue injury 
ended his racing career shordy 
before the Kentucky Derby, 
and he will stand at stud in 
2011 . 

Patti Miller was struck by the 
athlete lurking under a bit too 
much flesh when she first saw 
Eskendereya, who ultimately 
was named for Zayat's home¬ 
town, known in the English- 
speaking world as Alexandria. 

“He was turned out by him¬ 
self, and he caught my eye,” she 
said. “He was a leggy, immature 
colt when we looked at him.” 

His looks may have turned 
off some buyers at the 2008 
Keeneland September Yearling 
sale, but Seder was hoping that 
no one with a fat wallet was 
interested in him. 

“His heart was off the scale. 
We hoped he wouldn't go for 
a million dollars,” he said. 
“He didn't look like a cham¬ 
pion, but he had a champion's 
heart.” Zayat bought him for 
$250,000. 

After the lean years, EQB 
has hit its stride. It moved into 


its current office five years ago; 
Miller and her constant canine 
companion, Sallie, live in the 
classic Chester County stone 
farmhouse. Seder, who shares 
the office with an affection¬ 
ate foundling pit bull named 
Herbie, resides two miles away 
on his 150-acre Houyhnhnm 
Farm, named for the perfectly 
reasonable horses in Jonathan 
Swift's Gulliver's Travels . 

But Seder has no illusions 
that he and Miller have arrived 
at a perfectly reasonable under¬ 
standing of the horse, even 
though their harmonizing skills 
now have yielded two champi¬ 
ons and a few near-champions. 
The search for the unknowable 
is a lifelong journey and ulti¬ 
mately is destined to fall short 
of its goal. 

“We try to improve the odds 
for our clients,” Seder said. “No 
one system is going to pick out 
every top horse.” 

Also confounding the search 
for certainty is the very nature 
of the champion race horse. 

“A great horse is rarely pre¬ 
dictable. There's something off 
die scale about them,” he said. 
“You're going to miss a lot of 
great horses because they are 
off die scale.” ^ 


BIDDING FOR MARYLAND 
RACE TRACKS 


E QB Inc.'s Jeffrey Seder 
savors a challenge, 
and he went looking 
for a huge one when he bid 
late last year to purchase the 
Maryland Jockey Club race 
tracks through his Blow Horn 
Equity LLC. 

The bid was for naught 
when Frank Stronach-con¬ 
trolled Magna Entertainment 
Corp. transferred Laurel 
Park, Pimlico Race Course 
and the Bowie training cen¬ 
ter to Stronach-controlled 
MI Developments Inc. in 
March as part of Magna 
Entertainment's Chapter 11 
bankruptcy proceedings. MI 
Developments subsequently 
reached an operational agree¬ 
ment with Pennsylvania- 
based Penn National Gaming 


Inc., although Stronach still 
will be making many of the 
decisions. 

“I had raised the money” 
Seder said. “We didn't get a 
shot.” 

Seder had assembled a 
team to manage the money¬ 
losing operation, and he felt 
that his legal and business 
backgrounds would have been 
well suited to turning around 
Maryland racing. 

“I've spent a lot of time 
studying the management of 
race tracks,” he said, “and 
I've benchmarked successful 
race tracks.” He also would 
have added a healthy dose of 
technology to the Maryland 
operation, he said.

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Industry’s biggest 
charity began in a 
Delaware home 

Herb Moelis , who recently stepped down as founding 
president of Thoroughbred Charities of America, reflects 
on his 20-year odyssey inspired by the late Allaire duPont .

I t was an article in The Mary¬ 
land Horse that got him. 
Herb Moelis spotted the 
piece written from the heart 
by the late renowned Maryland 
owner/breeder Allaire duPont, 
and published in the October 
1989 issue of that magazine, 
and his life has never been the 
same. 

DuPont, who reached 
stratospheric heights as the 
owner of five-time Horse of 
the Year Kelso yet remained 
down to earth in her devotion 
to all animals, pondered: 

(Sections in italics are 
excerpts from duPont's Mary¬ 
land Horse article.) 

What happens every year to the 
hundreds of aging race horses who 
are no longer able to earn their keep ? 
Ifs almost too sad to think about. 
You and I would worry ourselves to 
death if we knew. 

Freshly retired from a career 
as a tax accountant in Manhattan 
and new to the Thoroughbred 
industry, Moelis rallied his wife, 
Ellen, and called duPont about 
the delicate and divisive sub¬ 
ject of Thoroughbred retire¬ 
ment. Back then at the end 


of a race meet, trainers would 
sometimes shut the top and 
bottom doors of the stalls and 
leave horses behind. It was the 
dark side of the sport, some¬ 
thing that happened and wasn't 
talked about; some horses were 
neglected and sent to slaughter¬ 
houses. The Moelises and 
duPont, along with a smatter¬ 
ing of other concerned horse- 
people, met for dinner at the 
Bayard House in Chesapeake 
City, Md., to talk about the 
problem. 

We need someone to come forward 
and volunteer to head up the project. 
I would be very glad to help, although 
it would be impossible for me to com¬ 
mit myself to the time required in 
getting it started. 

By the end of the dinner, 
Moelis was on his way to 
becoming vice-president of the 
fledgling Thoroughbred Retire¬ 
ment Foundation (TRF). The 
organization had opened its 
first retirement facility in Wall- 
kill, N.Y., in 1984. Moelis had 
an idea for a fundraiser and 
brought it to the TRF board. 
The stallion auction was born. 
Simply put, Moelis and the 


TRF would collect donated 
stallion seasons and auction 
them off, with proceeds going 
to the TRF. 

“As most meetings go, they 
said we need people to work 
on these things and I guess I 
put my hand up at the wrong 
time,” Moelis said. “Allaire was 
notorious for starting a wagon 
down the hill and if you didn't 
stop it, you were going the 
whole way. She sat quietly and 
I was vocal. I was made vice- 
president for the TRF and we 
came up with this idea of the 
stallion auction, horses helping 
horses concept.” 

The Moelises held their first 
auction, featuring art, racing 
memorabilia and a few stallion 
seasons, in 1990, welcoming 
30 people into the living room 
at their CandyLand Farm in 
Middletown, Del., and serving 
Ellen's hand-rolled meatballs as 
nourishment. 

Iconic Maryland horseman 
John Merryman attended at the 
behest of Herb, who told him 
a season to Two Punch would 
be offered. Merryman hovered 
over a sheet of paper-tins 


was strictly a silent auction-all 
night until he walked away with 
a season to the burgeoning 
Maryland sire for an amount 
approximately equal to the 
advertised stud fee of $5,000. 
Moelis arranged a car to pick 
up popular owner/trainer/ 
breeder Jack Mobberley, one 
of the auction's first major sup¬ 
porters, who was marooned by 
transportation issues. 

We owe these animals a decent 
retirement. All of us here in Mary¬ 
land who love horses need to work 
on starting a home for old horses. It 
has been done in New York, with 
heartwarming results. And there is 
no reason something like that can V 
happen here. 

In the beginning the auction 
consisted of sheets of paper 
around a table. Then it became 
a five auction with Herb and 
some his friends, including 
Rick Abbott and Frank Wright, 
trying to be the auctioneer (“It 
was awful,” said Ellen). 

They called in Laddie Dance 
and the slick auctioneer raised 
the bar. Then Fasig-Tipton's 
crew of Terence Collier and 
Walt Robertson got involved, 
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Herb and Ellen Moelis, proprietors of 175-acre CandyLand Farm In Middletown, Del., are deeply involved in 
charitable efforts while also maintaining one of the region’s most successful breeding and racing operations. 


the auction back then being 
planned to coincide with the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Febru¬ 
ary Mixed sale. 

The Moelises put up tents 
to accommodate more guests 
and more silent auction items. 
They permanently enclosed their 
porch to create proper space 
for the party. It grew from 30 
people to 500 people. The 
event developed into a party 
and a Jerry Lewis-style tele¬ 
thon. Fun on a mission; drunk¬ 
en revelry for a sobering cause. 

Originally the stallions were 
mostly Maryland-based. 

“When we first contacted 
the farms in Kentucky to say 
we needed to help these horses 
in their retirement, their atti¬ 
tude was ‘we take care of our 
own/ And maybe it does apply 
in Kentucky; they mainly have 
nice horses. But it didn’t apply 
at many other tracks and to 
many owners, and that’s how 
they would end up at the 
slaughterhouse,” Ellen Moelis 
said. “It was a couple of years 
of constant education and con¬ 
stant appealing to people that 
this is an industry, that horses 
need to help horses and people 
need to make sure these horses 
are taken care of. It finally got 
through, not altogether-you 
have to keep working.” 

Racing in Maryland has gotten 
so wonderful Now ifs time to pay 
attention to the state’s breeding indus¬ 
try. Broodmares ; stallions ; foals and 
old race horses are allpart of the life 
cycle. We must work hard to breed 
horses who can compete in good com¬ 
pany, and take care of them the best 
we can throughout their lifetimes. 

The auction raised $15,000 
the first year. But by 1998 it was 
drawing stallion seasons, and 
participants, from all over and 
proceeds were approaching $1 
million each year. 

At that point, it became 
obvious to the Moelises that 
the money should go not just 
to one organization, but to many 
in the field. They regrouped, 
and created their own charity. 
That’s how Thoroughbred 
Charities of America was born. 

Herb and Ellen Moelis, 
both retired from successful 
careers in New York, suddenly 
had full-time jobs again. She at 
her desk closest to the door, he 


at his desk in the corner, their 
dog, BJ, in between. 

The Moelises began to push 
the elephant up the stairs. Stal¬ 
lion farms came around and 
supported the TCA. Season 
buyers rallied, some finding 
deals they otherwise couldn’t 
get and others simply support¬ 
ing the cause. 


The mission statement is 
simple: “To provide a better 
life for Thoroughbreds, both 
during and after their racing 
careers by supporting retire¬ 
ment, rescue and research and 
by helping the people who 
work with them.” 

The TCA has raised and 
distributed over $17 million to 


more than 200 different chari¬ 
ties in 38 states over the past 
20 years. Beneficiaries include 
the Race for Education, schol¬ 
arships within the industry, 
and the Grayson-Jockey Club 
Research Foundation. 

It has one paid employee— 
executive director Erin Crady. 
The Moelises spent the major- 
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ity of their time deciding how 
to give away the money utiliz¬ 
ing a strict grant application 
developed by former executive 
director Liz Harris. 

The TCA basically became a 
unilateral clearinghouse for 
Thoroughbred charities, adapt¬ 
ing a “designation” policy 
through which donors could 
specify a Thoroughbred charity 

Said the Race for Education’s 
president and executive direc¬ 
tor, Elisabeth Jensen: “Until 
2003, the Race for Education 
held our own stallion season 
auction, as did many other 
charities and associations. 

“We were convinced to join 
forces with the TCA in selling 
seasons that had been desig¬ 
nated to us. Having the TCA 
as an umbrella, serving a broad 
spectrum of industry-related 
charities, makes the process 
easier and cleaner for donors 
and also significantly increases 
the revenue for the charities. 

“Herb’s vision has united 
the good in Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing and made a huge impact on 


die organizations that serve die 
industry.” 

Eventually, the stallion auc¬ 
tion outgrew CandyLand Farm. 
Most of die stallion seasons 
now come from Kentucky and 
although bidders come from 
all over the country, most of 
them are Kentucky-based. The 
TCA had developed a simul¬ 
cast party in Lexington in 
2000, holding a cocktail party 
at Crossgate Gallery, a local 
art gallery, where bidders could 
phone in their offers. 

Moelis could see the writ¬ 
ing on the wall several years 
ago, at which time the deci¬ 
sion was made to affiliate with 
a national organization. The 
TCA joined forces with the 
Thoroughbred Breeders and 
Owners Association (TOBA) 
and officially became TOBA’s 
charitable arm in 2008. 

TOBA leaders informed 
him, in no uncertain terms: 
“‘The problem widi the event 
is, it’s in the hinterlands. If we 
did it in Kentucky, we could 
easily triple it,’” as Moelis 
recalled. 


Middletown, Del. —a stone’s 
throw from Maryland’s long¬ 
time breeding center of Chesa¬ 
peake City—can’t rightly be 
described as hinterlands. “That 
set me back a little bit,” Moelis 
admitted. “But I knew that if 
we’re going to increase this - and 
that’s the goal of the organiza¬ 
tion—you really have to get the 
seasons, and sell the seasons. 
And that’s better done in 
Kentucky.” 

The auction relocated to 
Keeneland in 2006. In the 
name of charity, Keeneland 
and Fasig-Tipton auction com¬ 
panies put aside their rivalry 
and worked together on the 
auction—another milestone of 
sorts for the industry. Proceeds 
from that auction skyrocketed 
to $2 million. 

With the likes of Darley 
(the TCA sold a season to 
Bernardini for $280,000), 
Lane’s End (it gave them lead¬ 
ing sire A.P. Indy last year) and 
trainers such as Todd Pletcher, 
Steve Asmussen and Nick Zito 
donating their seasons, it was 
obvious the party should be in 


Kentucky. The Moelises hated 
to see their party go-they 
miss hosting it-but know for 
the good of die cause, the 
good of die horse, it’s better in 
Lexington. 

“We could see the Kentucky 
people were getting really 
involved. They were the big 
buyers and they were provid¬ 
ing the stallions,” Moelis said. 
“Lane’s End, which had never 
given us seasons, gave us their 
whole roster this year. They 
see the success, they see it’s 
run properly. It’s worked out 
well and we’re at a level that it 
will keep going up from here, 
hopefully.” 

I’ve been in this business a long, 
long time. I bred my first horse in 
1940, before the War. Over the years 
I’ve had a lot of ups and downs with 
my own horses. The “ups” have cer¬ 
tainly made it worthwhile. But I do 
feel very concerned about some of the 
down sides of racing. 

On July 1, Herb Moelis 
retired as president of the 
TCA, succeeded in that role by 
Dan Rosenberg, formerly of 
Three Chimneys Farm.

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Herb and Ellen Moelis won’t 
go far. They’ll still serve on the 
board of the charity trying to 
guide it with the same vision 
and foresight they’ve provided 
for 20 years. 

Moelis spearheaded the 
creation of The Jockey Club 
check-off program, which 
allows owners and breeders to 
submit additional funds (in the 
amount of their choice) when 
registering a foal; that money 
goes directly to the TCA and 
TRE 

The Moelises are still fight¬ 
ing for a national check-off 
bill so that it becomes less a 
charitable donation and more a 
mandatory commitment from 
all industry participants. 

<c We’ve come from ground 
zero to maybe halfway to 
where we should be. At least 
we’re halfway that’s why we’re 
successful. In the next 20 years, 
it will be even more successful. 
My thrust now is that this isn’t 
a charity any more, it’s an indus¬ 
try obligation,” Herb Moelis 
said. “It’s not a question of 
saying, Til contribute a stallion 


season or contribute a thou¬ 
sand dollars.’ Everybody has to 
be obligated to make some pay¬ 
ment towards this social secu¬ 
rity, let’s call it. If they made 
Social Security voluntary, not 
many people would be able to 
retire; people are generous but 
not that generous.” 

Moelis, at age 79, has carried 
the ball this far. He and Ellen 
have made a difference to the 
horse and the horseman. Their 
friend Allaire duPont would be 
proud. 

Horse lovers should not be dis¬ 
couraged by the enormity of the 
problem. Every little bit helps. Every 
horse we save is worth some effort. W

Drosselmeyedsperformance in the Belmont Stakes-GI 
may have been workmanlike , but the timing of 
owner WinStar Farm and trainer Bill Mott was 
nothing short of masterful, by Sean Clancy 




Drosselmeyer and rider Mike Smith edged clear to score by three-quarters of a length over Fly Down with First Dude a neck back in third. 
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B ill Mott leaned on the 
rail of the Belmont 
Park training track and 
searched across the infield for 
his second-to-last set of horses 
on June 5, Belmont Stakes day. 
Hustling to get finished before 
the early closure of the track, 
Mott eyed his set while talking 
about legendary UCLA basket¬ 
ball coach John Wooden, who 
had died the night before. 

It was Wooden who said, 
“Be quick, but don’t hurry.” 

Mott watched his set gallop 
past and turned to go back to 
his barn. 

“One more to go,” Mott 
said. 

“How’s Drosselmeyer?” he 
was asked. 

Mott stopped and 
answered—quick, but not in a 
hurry. 

“Coat’s good. Eating good. 
Acting good. Training good,” 
Mott said. “You know, he’s 
good.” 

For Mott, that’s a take-it-to- 
the-bank endorsement. 

Never one to flaunt, tout or 
exude, Mott liked his horse, felt 
like he had him right for the 
day and felt like he had finally 
found the right race for the 
stamina-laden son of Distorted 
Humor. 

About 11 hours later, 
WinStar Farm’s Drosselmeyer 
did die rest, grinding his way 
to upset the 142nd Belmont 
Stakes-Gl under Mike Smith. 

Drosselmeyer adopted a 
perfect stalking position-sixth, 
outside and in the clear-as 
Preakness runner-up First 
Dude took the field through 
the first quarter in :24.15. After 
a half in :49.19, Smith coaxed 
Drosselmeyer into fifth. Second 
choice Fly Down tracked him 
while favorite Ice Box adopted 
his typical spot well off the 
pace. 

As the field turned for home, 
First Dude clawed his way on 
the rail while 19-1 Interactif 
hung to his right; Californian 
Game On Dude met them 
in lane three. All the while, 
Drosselmeyer rallied four-wide. 
Smith threw double crosses tike 
he was in the Henley Regatta as 
Drosselmeyer wore down First 


Dude. It wasn’t breathtaking 
or awe-inspiring, just a grinder 
grinding out a classic. At the 
wire, Drosselmeyer stayed on 
to win by three-quarters of a 
length over Fly Down, who 
nailed a game First Dude at 
the wire. Ice Box, second in 
die Kentucky Derby, never 
got untracked and wound up 
ninth. 

It may have taken a pedes¬ 
trian 2:31.57 (Secretariat’s track 
record is 2:24) to complete one 
circumference of Big Sandy, but 
for Mott and Smith—two Hall 
of Famers— it was a monumen¬ 
tal reunion, one that notched 
Mott’s first victory in a Triple 
Crown race and Smith’s first 
win in the Belmont Stakes. 

It was WinStar Farm’s sec¬ 
ond win in this year’s Triple 
Crown, to go along with Super 
Saver’s Kentucky Derby. 

Prior to the Belmont, Hall 
of Famer Kent Desormeaux 
had ridden Drosselmeyer in 
seven of his eight career races, 
finishing second in die Dwyer, 
third in the Louisiana Derby 
and fourth in the Risen Star (all 
Grade 2). But he was replaced 
by Mott’s old New York part¬ 
ner, Smith. The trainer and 
jockey teamed up to win big 
races in the 1990s but had gone 
their separate ways - Smith to 
fame and fortune in California 
and Mott steady and straight in 
New York. The rider switch, 
the distance, the trip and the 
sequence of races all contrib¬ 
uted to Drosselmeyer’s break¬ 
out race. 

Bred in Kentucky by 
Aaron and Marie Jones from 
the ultra-talented race mare 
Golden Ballet, a multiple 
Grade 1-winning daughter of 
Moscow Ballet, Drosselmeyer 
(named for a character in The 
Nutcracker) was sold at the 2008 
Keeneland September Yearling 
sale for $600,000. 

Originally campaigned on 
the turf (following the suc¬ 
cessful routine of Derby win¬ 
ners Big Brown and Barbaro), 
Drosselmeyer won his dirt 
debut when a maiden race 
washed off the turf at Churchill 
Downs in November. Entered 
for main track only that day, 


Drosselmeyer won by six 
lengths and suddenly booked a 
seat on the Triple Crown train. 

He won his next start, an 
entry-level allowance at Gulf- 
stream Park, and then tried 
the Risen Star and Louisiana 
Derby. He was beaten less than 
two lengths in each. Always 
competitive but never domi¬ 
nant, Drosselmeyer missed 
the Kentucky Derby because 
he didn’t have enough graded 
earnings (a blessing in retro¬ 
spect) and a plan was set forth 
to get to the Belmont. 

WinStar’s racing manager 
Elliott Walden decided to put 
Drosselmeyer on a two-race 
plan, using the Dwyer as a prep 
for the Belmont. 

“It was pretty logical to go 
from the Risen Star to the Louis¬ 
iana Derby. Then the Derby 
was taken out of play and we 
made a decision to go Dwyer, 
Belmont, a two-race look the 
whole time,” Walden said. 

Off a six-week layoff, Dros¬ 
selmeyer finished six lengths 
off of Fly Down in the Dwyer 
but Mott chalked it up to rust 
and aimed at the Belmont, a 
month later. 

“We got off a little bad from 
the gate, maybe lost a little bit 
of position early. Our horse 
hadn’t been out in six weeks, 
which neither had die winner 
of die Dwyer. I thought our 
horse would probably improve 
just having that race,” Mott 
said. “We had been dormant 
and he does a litde better with 
a litde more racing.” 

With one more race still to 
go in their two-race plan, Dros¬ 
selmeyer breezed in a bullet 
59 3 /s seconds five days before 
the Belmont. 

“The horse trained well 
since the Dwyer,” Mott said. 
“He had a very good work. 
His last work was actually very 
impressive. He worked in race 
horse time, galloped out in 12 
and 2, the seven-eighths in 26 
and 4. Generally I found when 
horses work that well and gal¬ 
lop out that well, they’ll run 
pretty good.” 

Drosselmeyer finally 
stepped up, taking his third 


career victory and first stakes 
win. 

“He needed a breakthrough 
race and we got it, the one we 
had been waiting on. We had 
been anticipating it and every 
time he ran we were less sure 
it was going to happen but we 
still had faith in him,” Walden 
said. “We thought the distance 
wouldn’t be a problem; I think 
he’ll come back and show that 
a mile and an eighth, mile and 
a quarter isn’t a problem. I 
guess now he’s got to prove 
that. He’ll get his chance in the 
Jim Dandy or Haskell, then the 
Travers.” 

The upset win put a period 
at the end of the 2010 Triple 
Crown. Not an exclamation 
point. Just a simple period—at 
least on the Triple Crown 
which proved illusive yet again. 
For WinStar, it was an exclama¬ 
tion point. 

Kenny Troutt and Bill Cas- 
ner’s Lexington-based farm 
entered the year with nearly as 
many promising candidates as 
trainer Todd Pletcher. American 
Lion, Rule and Super Saver 
led the way, with Drosselmeyer 
playing catch up. 

“I felt like for die first time 
we really had an arsenal to 
throw at it instead of one bul¬ 
let. There are a lot of potholes 
on the road to Louisville. You’re 
holding your breath every day. 
That’s what is nice about work¬ 
ing here—they have given us 
the resources and we have a lot 
of opportunity,” said Walden, 
a lifelong Kentucky horseman 
who has some history of his 
own in the Belmont Stakes. 
Back in 1998, he trained the 
winner, Victory Gallop, who 
was saddled by Mott because 
Walden had broken an ankle 
playing Wooden’s game. 

Added Walden: “We’re 
happy to win two legs of the 
Triple Crown and feel fortu¬ 
nate to have that happen, but 
we’re pushing forward. We’ll 
wake up [the morning after 
the Belmont] and be pushing 
on five different fronts: stal¬ 
lions, yearlings, the next crop 
of 2-year-olds. . . we want to 
build a legacy.” 

Quick, but not in a hurry. ♦

T he first full month of the 
50-day Monmouth Park 
meet belonged to Get 
Serious. Few horses in recent 
memory have shown such a 
fondness for this turf course. 
At 6, the gelded son of City Zip 
from the barn of John Forbes 
and Pat McBurney is unques¬ 
tionably better than ever. 

Get Serious, owned by 
James Dinan, Jacques Moore 
and Phantom House Farm, 
won four stakes here last year, 
then finished his campaign 
with an uncharacteristic fifth- 
place finish in the Cliff Hanger 
S takes-G3 at Meadowlands. His 
connections overjoyed with his 
preparations for another year, 
Get Serious returned on the 
last day of May in a salty one- 
mile allowance. 

The field included Grade 1 
winner and California shipper 
Ever a Friend, Grade 2 winner 
Florentino (Jpn), and overseas 
runners from trainer Paulo Lobo 
(Brazilian Group 1 winner 
Sorrentino-Brz), Patrick Bian- 
cone (Violon Sacre, from 
France) and Tom Albertrani 
(South African Group 1 winner 
Pointing North-SAf). 

But the local horse was 
unbeatable. Get Serious 
wired the field, holding back 
Florentino by a neck for a rapid 
final time of 1:33.24. 

Just shy of two weeks later, 
on June 12, he returned in the 
third running of the mile and 
an eighth, $250,000 Monmouth 
Stakes-G3, an even headier test 
for the fleet-footed gelding. 
This time, Get Serious faced 


another fan of Monmouth’s 
turf, multiple Grade 1 winner 
Presious Passion, back from a 
poor performance in Dubai, 
and with a running style stra¬ 
tegically akin to Get Serious. 
Something had to give. 


“We thought if we were 
going to take on Presious Pas¬ 
sion, now was the time” Forbes 
said. “We thought if Presious 
Passion and Get Serious went 
out everyone would look at 
them a little too long and they 


wouldn’t be chasing too much. 
We said if Presious Passion 
didn’t make a committed move 
to the lead, Pablo would play it 
by the break.” 

Pablo is Pablo Fragoso, Get 
Serious’s regular rider, and sur¬ 
prisingly he sent Get Serious to 
the front from the inside post, 
past Elvis Trujillo and Presious 
Passion. It was a strange sight, 
watching Presious Passion sit 
off the pace. The 7-year-old 
gelding and two-time United 
Nations S takes-G1 winner 
would have none of it, drop¬ 
ping back before the final turn. 

Roman Tiger, the longest 
shot at 24-1, offered the only 
challenge. He reached Get 
Serious at the eighth pole, but 
Get Serious re-broke — “as 
soon as he smelled us,” in the 
words of Joe Bravo, Roman 
Tiger’s rider-and opened up 
to win by a length and a quar¬ 
ter. Dynamo or was two lengths 
farther back in third. Presious 
Passion, the 3-1 favorite, fin¬ 
ished seventh of nine. 

Get Serious, bred in New 
York by Virginians Wayne and 
Susie Chatfield-Taylor in the 
name of their Morgan’s Ford 
Farm, was purchased by Forbes 
at the 2005 Fasig-Tipton Mid¬ 
lantic Eastern Fall Yearling sale 
for $130,000. He is 8-for-10 on 
Monmouth’s grass course, and 
has won 11 of his 27 career 
starts. The Monmouth, worth 
$150,000 to the winner, was the 
richest win of his career, and 
boosted his lifetime earnings to 
$740,691. 

The Pegasus Stakes-G3 at 
the Meadowlands was once a 
5 regular stop for the best 3-year- 
o- olds, but in recent years, tike 
s much of that fall meet, its lus- 
2 ter had faded. With its addition 
to the Monmouth calendar, for 
now the race has been revived. 

Jackson Bend, third in the 
Preakness, was the prohibitive 
9-10 favorite in the Pegasus on 
June 19. But he, along with the 
rest of the six-horse field, was 
no match for upstart Afleet 
Express. Following a runaway 
seven-furlong allowance win at 
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Belmont in May, trainer Jimmy 
Jerkens chose the Pegasus for 
his charge’s first stakes assign¬ 
ment and first trip around two 
turns. 

Afleet Express overcame 
a slight stumble at the break, 
which might have been a bless¬ 
ing, since Schoolyard Dreams 
and Jackson Bend dueled for 
the lead. Their fractions - :24.85 
and :49.35—were slow, although 
the track was deep that after¬ 
noon. 

Javier Castellano wisely sent 
Afleet Express to join the lead¬ 
ers down the backstretch and 
he took the lead turning for 
home. Dropping to the rail in 
the lane, Afleet Express held a 
narrow lead as Grade 3 Withers 
winner Afleet Again closed sev¬ 
eral paths to his outside, with 
Soaring Empire to his flank. 

Afleet Express covered a 
mile and a sixteenth in 1:45.44. 
Afleet Again, wide around both 
turns, finished a length and 
three-quarters behind to com¬ 
plete the exacta for sire Afleet 
Alex. Soaring Empire was third. 
Jackson Bend, off the board 
only once before (in the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby), finished fifth. 

“I was a little nervous with 
this being his first start around 
two turns and die track playing 
a tittle slow” said Jerkens, who 
trains the dark bay for Gaines¬ 
way Farm and Martin Cherry. 

Jerkens was a hugely con¬ 
sidering” a future engagement 
in Monmouth’s premier event, 
the Haskell Invitational-Gl on 
August 1. “He handled every¬ 
thing well today, but there’s a 
lot to figure out,” the trainer 
conceded. 

A multiple Group 1 win¬ 
ner in her native South Africa, 
the 5-year-old mare Gypsy’s 
Warning (SAf) made a memo¬ 
rable American debut in the 
mile and a sixteenth $150,000 
Eatontown Stakes-G3 on May 
31. In her first start in almost 
a year, Gypsy’s Warning edged 
Maram, the 2008 Breeders’ 
Cup Juvenile Fillies Turf win¬ 
ner, in a frantic head bob. It was 
Maram’s first start since finish¬ 




ing sixtii in the 2009 Breeders’ 
Cup Filly and Mare Turf-Gl. 

Graham Motion trains 
Gypsy’s Warning for Team 
Valor International and Green 
Lantern Stables. Despite her 
South African accolades, bet¬ 
tors overlooked Gypsy’s Warn¬ 
ing, the longest shot of five. 
Jose Valdivia Jr. kept the win¬ 
ner near the pace in the com¬ 
pact field, and she battled with 
Maram in the final sixteenth 
before earning the narrow 
score in a final time of 1:41.79. 
Scolara finished third. 

Two other aficionados of 
the Monmouth strip returned 
successfully in June. Sixth in 
the Alysheba Stakes-G3 on 
the Kentucky Oaks-Gl under¬ 
card, Robert LaPenta’s Cool 
Coal Man, winner of the 2008 
Spend a Buck Stakes and third 
(to Big Brown) in that year’s 
Haskell-Gl, defeated four oth¬ 
ers in the $100,000 Skip Away 
Stakes on June 12. 

With Elvis Trujillo aboard, 
Cool Coal Man took the lead 
down the backs tretch and held 
Sir Whimsey at bay in the lane. 
He covered a mile and a sixteenth 
in 1:43.89. Gone Astray, win¬ 
ner of the Grade 2 Ohio and 
Pennsylvania Derbies, finished 
third. Bullsbay, winner of last 
year’s Whitney Handicap-Gl, 
finished a well-beaten fourth. 

In the $100,000 Monmouth 
Beach Stakes for fillies and 
mares on May 30, Just Jenda 
remained perfect in three local 
starts. She won the Serena’s 
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Cool Bullet took precise aim on the Rumson Stakes. Steve Margolis trains the 
Red Bullet colt, who sold for $4,000 at the 2008 Keene land September sale.

Song Stakes and Monmouth 
Oaks-G3 last year. 

A 4-year-old daughter of 
1999 Haskell winner Menifee 
trained and co-owned by Cindy 
Jones in partnership with her 
husband, Larry, Just Jenda had 
previously chased Zenyatta 
in Oaklawn’s Grade 1 Apple 
Blossom. 

Just Jenda stumbled at the 
start, but jockey Terry Thomp¬ 
son managed to keep her close 
to the pace. She shifted to the 
rail for her winning charge past 
pacesetting Me Victory, who 
nosed out Ask the Moon for 
second. Luna Vega, also unbeat¬ 
en in two prior Monmouth out¬ 
ings, including last year’s Molly 
Pitcher-G2, finished seventh 
of eight. 

Touch Love, a Maryland- 
bred daughter of Not For 
Love, flashed brilliance as a 
2-year-old in 2001, winning 
die Astoria Stakes in her sec¬ 
ond start, then capturing the 
Schuylerville Stakes-G2. 

Although four of her off¬ 
spring have sold for six-fig¬ 
ure prices, only her daughter 
Starfish Bay, a now 4-year-old 
filly by Elusive Quality, has con¬ 
tinued the line of black type. 
And unlike her dam, Starfish 
Bay has taken some time to 
fully blossom. 

Monmouth’s $100,000 Candy 
Eclair Stakes on June 13 marked 
the grass specialist’s third sprint 
stakes win of the season, fol¬ 
lowing victories in the Ladies 
Turf Sprint S takes at Gulfs tream 
Park in February and Pimlico’s 
The Very One Stakes in May. 

Campaigning as a home¬ 
bred for the major Kentucky 
operation Gainesway and train¬ 
er Todd Pletcher, Starfish Bay 
led every step of the way in 
the Candy Eclair, defeating 11 
rivals in a course record time 
of 1:00.76 for about five and a 
half furlongs over firm turf. 

Starfish Bay has won half 
of her dozen career starts, for 
earnings of $241,831. 

Cool Bullet lived up to his 
name in winning the six-fur- 
long $100,000 Rumson Stakes 


for 3-year-olds on June 6. The 
son of Grade 1 Preakness win¬ 
ner Red Bullet drew off to a 
two-length score as 4-5 favorite 
under Garrett Gomez. 

Bred in Florida by Frank 
Stronach’s Adena Springs, 


which campaigned his sire, 
Cool Bullet was a bargain year¬ 
ling-costing $4,000 at the 2008 
Keeneland September sale. He 
has made his mark for trainer 
Steve Margolis, who conditions 
him for owners Winmore LLC 


and Robert and Lawana Low. 
Cool Bullet’s $170,894 in career 
earnings reflect a win in the 
Sugar Bowl Stakes at 2, and two 
in-the-money stakes perfor¬ 
mances earlier this season, 
including a victory in Turfway 
Park’s Hansel Stakes. 

Age was no deterrent for 
most of the starters in the 
$100,000 Wolf Hill Stakes on 
June 5. Michael Dubb and High 
Grade Racing Stable’s 7-year- 
old gelding Silver Timber 
capped off a three-race stakes 
win streak while driving to a 
two-length victory over year- 
older True to Tradition. He 
completed the nearly five and 
a half furlongs on the turf in a 
snappy 1:01.03. 

Trained by Chad Brown, 
Silver Timber captured the 
Churchill Downs Turf Sprint 
and Shakertown Stakes (both 
Grade 3), his only other starts 
so far in 2010. The Wolf Hill, 
his 12th victory in 33 career 
outings, raised his career total 
to $595,519. 

Rosemarie Kesselring’s Lady 
Alexander eked out a nose vic¬ 
tory over 1.70-1 favorite Chris¬ 
tine Daae in the six-furlong 
$100,000 Red Cross Stakes on 
June 5. Co-highweighted at 123 
pounds, and giving 10 pounds 
to the runner-up, the 4-year- 
old daughter of Exchange Rate 
notched her second stakes win 
of the season, having captured 
the Manatee Stakes at Tampa 
Bay Downs in January. 

Trained by Bruce Alexander, 
the Florida-bred is 4-for-6 at 
Monmouth, including a score in 
_ last year’s Mongo Queen Stakes. 
g The late Anderson Fowler, 
| a circumspect gentleman 
| who many years ago served 
2 as Speaker of New Jersey’s 
General Assembly, ironically 
had his named affixed to a 
rough-shod race on June 20. 

Escrow Kid’s abrupt right 
turn in midstretch allowed him 
to post a narrow victory, but 
ultimately cost him the prize in 
the $100,000 Anderson Fowler 
Stakes for 3-year-olds at five 
and a half furlongs on the turf. 
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Runner-up Flamin’ Hot, the 
even-money favorite, was not 
involved in the incident, but 
benefited by being moved up 
to first. The two horses who 
bore the brunt of the antic, 
Bernie the Maestro and Never 
Content, finished in a dead 
heat for fifth and were awarded 
fourth-place money; Escrow 
Kid was disqualified to sixth. 

Owned by Ralph Evans and 
trained by New York-based 
Rick Violette, Flamin’ Hot took 
title to his first stakes score. 
Although he failed to reach his 
reserve when going through the 
ring at the 2009 Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s April 2-year- 
olds in training sale, the son of 
Flame Thrower bred in Florida 
by Gary Garber has earned 
$158,892 in eight career starts. 

Mandurah did what few 
accomplish-he set a new world 
record when taking the first

3-YEAR-OLD 
HOT SHOTS FOR 
COLONIAL TURF 
CUP-G2

I t’s rare that Triple Crown 
trainers circle Colonial 
Downs on their target lists, 
but Dale Romans did just that 
with Donegal Racing’s Paddy 
O’Prado. 

The son of El Prado (Ire) 
ran gamely in the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl, his second career 
start on dirt, to finish third 
behind Super Saver and Ice 
Box. Two weeks later, he failed 
to threaten in the Preakness 
Stakes-Gl, winding up sixth 
behind Lookin At Lucky. After 
the Preakness, the Kentucky- 
based Romans knew just where 
he wanted to go—the Grade 


leg of the four-part Malouf 
Auto Group Starter Series on 
June 6. His time of 1:31.23 for 
the mile over a rock hard turf 
course shaved 18 hundredths 
of a second off of Mister 
Light’s record set at Gulfstream 
Park on January 3, 2005. The 
6-year-old gelded son of A.P 
Indy, owned by Greene Colvin, 
trained by Grant Forster and 
ridden by Alex Solis, was mak¬ 
ing his first start on turf and his 
first start at Monmouth. 

Like clockwork with the 
summer solstice, the end of 
June here is when trainer Kelly 
Breen unveils the first wave of 
his many precocious juveniles. 
With more top barns than ever 
before bedding here, the maid¬ 
en races—with purses starting 
at $75,000—have been stacked. 
This has done nothing to stop 
Breen and his primary clients, 
George and Lori Hall. 


On June 19 and 20, he sent 
out his first two juvenile win¬ 
ners-Wild About Sonny and 
Sweet Ducky. A Kentucky- 
bred filly by Officer out of Easy 
Action, by Crafty Prospector, 
Wild About Sonny went to the 
Halls for $55,000 at the 2009 
Keeneland September sale. 

As for Sweet Ducky, a Pul¬ 
pit colt out of stakes winner 
Storm’s Darling (by Storm 
Boot), anyone with a stopwatch 
in the mornings was waiting 
for his first afternoon appear¬ 
ance. He electrified the work 
tab with three straight bullets; 
his final drill was a sensational 
three furlongs in :33.80. Not 
surprisingly, he went off the 
even-money choice and left 
nothing in doubt with a five- 
length score. 

Despite his name, Sweet 
Ducky is a “real guy,” said 
Breen, who purchased him 


for $135,000 at the Keeneland 
September sale. “He’s not so 
sweet. He’s always hollering 
and making noise.” 

So how did he pick up that 
moniker? 

“George lets Iris children 
bid on some horses at the sale,” 
Breen explained. “And if we 
buy one they bid on, they get 
to name it. So George’s son, 
George Jr., who’s 6, bid on 
this one. He said he wanted to 
name it Sweet Ducky because 
that’s a name he uses to tease 
one of his classmates in first 
grade. 

“Early this year,” Breen 
continued, “we began to see 
how fast and talented this colt 
was. I told George that there 
was still time to rename him, 
give him a guy’s name that suits 
his personality. But George 
Jr. wouldn’t budge. So Sweet 
Ducky it is.” ^ 



2 Colonial Turf Cup, worth 
$500,000 on June 19. 

The timing gave him five 
weeks to regroup from the rig¬ 
ors of competing on the Triple 
Crown battlefield and, most 
importantly, got the long-strid¬ 
ing colt back on Iris preferred 
surface. 

“He did himself proud- 
he proved to the people who 
might want to breed to him 


in the future that he’s versatile 
enough to run on Polytrack, 
dirt or turf, but it was nice to 
get him back to a surface which 
is probably his best,” Romans 
said. “It didn’t take a lot of 
thought. We didn’t want to go 
to the Belmont [Stakes-Gl] 
and we wanted to go back to 
grass.” 

Romans ticked off his first 
summer goal and planned 


to take aim at the $600,000 
Virginia Derby-G2 on July 17. 

Within the past five years, 
the Virginia Derby has been 
won by two champions — Gio 
Ponti and English Channel. 

The Colonial Turf Cup 
attracted a compact but com¬ 
petitive field of seven. Paddy 
O’Prado garnered favoritism 
over American Turf Stakes- 
G2 winner Doubles Parmer. 
>. Trainer Barclay Tagg shipped 
| in Kindergarden Kid, fresh 
1 off two wins in New York. 
| Lane’s End Stakes-G2 winner 
S Dean’s Kitten exited a 14th- 
place finish in the Derby. Mike 
Stidham ventured east from 
Chicago with four-time win¬ 
ner Workin for Hops, victor of 
the Arlington Classic last out. 
Longshots Vamos a Ver and 
Two Notch Road represented 
the Mid-Atlantic region. 

Kent Desormeaux turned 
off Paddy O’Prado in fourth 
while Two Notch Road doled 
out the fractions. Turning for 
home, Workin for Hops col¬ 
lared Two Notch Road but was 
quickly overtaken by Paddy 
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O’Prado, who drew off to win 
by a comfortable three lengths. 
Paddy O’Prado finished the 
mile and three-sixteenths over 
the firm turf in 1:54.20. Workin 
for Hops stayed on for second 
with Two Notch Road third. 

Paddy OTrado improved 
his career mark to two wins 
from nine starts for $758,497 (all 
but $21,347 earned this year). 

“He’s classic-placed on dirt, 
Grade 1-placed on Poly and a 
Grade 2 winner on turf. There’s 
not much more that you can 
ask a horse to do,” Romans 
said. “When Frank Smith [pro¬ 
prietor of the Elloree Training 
Center in Elloree, S.C.] started 
breaking him as a 2-year-old, he 
said he was one of the best- 
moving, smartest 2-year-olds I 
ever sent him. And with a son 
of El Prado, you’re not going 
to get the best of him as a 
2-year-old or sprinting or in 
those eighth of a mile breezes. 
When we finally got him 
stretched out this year and he 
figured how to run and use all 
the talent he had, he exploded 
on the scene.” 

Jerry Crawford, who was 
recently elected to the Breeders’ 
Cup board of directors, found¬ 
ed Donegal Racing in 2008. 
The seven-member partner¬ 
ship purchased Paddy O’Prado 
for $105,000 at Keeneland 
September Yearling Sale. 

The co-featured All Along 
Stakes attracted an evenly 
matched group of fillies and 
mares for its $150,000 purse 
and Grade 3 status. Shared 
Account, Dynaslew, Tiza- 
queena, and Casablanca Smile 
(Chi) clustered at 2-1 and 3-1 in 
the betting, and the foursome 
reaffirmed the favoritism, fin¬ 
ishing within a length of each 
other in the mile and an eighth 
contest. 

Sagamore Farm’s Shared 
Account rallied from fourth to 
win by a length over Dynaslew, 
who was a nose better than 
the pair of Tizaqueena and 
Casablanca Smile. Edgar Prado 
handled the assignment aboard 
the winning 4-year-old daugh¬

ter of Pleasantly Perfect for 
trainer Graham Motion. Shared 
Account snapped a tough three- 
race losing streak that included 
seconds in two Grade 1 stakes 
last fall and a close fourth in 
Pimlico’s Gallorette Handicap- 
G3 on Preakness Day. 

Kevin Plank’s Sagamore 
Farm purchased Shared Account 
for $170,000 at Keeneland Sep¬ 
tember 2007, and she became 
Plank’s first graded stakes win¬ 
ner while capturing the Lake 
Placid-G2 at Saratoga last sum¬ 
mer. She’s now won five races 
and earned $445,360 in a dozen 
starts. 

Founder of the sports 
apparel company Under 
Armour, Plank has big goals 
in racing. 

“I wouldn’t be in anything 
unless our mission wasn’t to 
run at the highest level and play 
at the highest level,” Plank said 
last summer. “I got into this 
because we want to win the big 
ones. We’re not guaranteeing 


it, it’s with an air of why else 
would you do it? Would you 
want to come and compete 
or would you come and say I 
showed up to win and I expect 
every other horse to say the 
same thing.” 

Shared Account is doing her 
part. 

Benchmark Racing Stable’s 
Lady Rizzi earned her first 
stakes win at the ripe old age 
of 7 when taking the Buckland 
Stakes on the Colonial Turf 
Cup undercard. Trained by 
Linda Rice and ridden by Alan 
Garcia, Lady Rizzi sported four 
wins from 20 previous starts 
but had failed in each of her 
four stakes tries before the 
$50,000 turf sprint. 

Garcia bided his time in mid¬ 
pack in the field of 11 before 
unleashing the New York- 
bred’s kick to swarm past heavy 
favorite Libor Lady and hold 
off trainer Ernest Twisdale’s If 
Not for Lust, getting five and 
a half furlongs in 1:02.81 over 


the firm turf. David Ross’s 
nine-time winner Libor Lady 
held on for third. 

Lady Rizzi holds the course 
record at Saratoga (1:00.66) at 
the same distance, set in 2008. 

Perennial leading owner at 
Colonial Downs, Ross wasted 
no time in getting on the leader 
board, as his Rose Medallion 
swept to a predicted win against 
$16,000 claimers on May 29, 
opening day of the Colonial 
meet. 

Ross had claimed the 5-year- 
old daughter of Lear Fan spe¬ 
cifically to compete at Colonial 
Downs, and she came through 
with a length and a quarter 
win. Michael Pino trained the 
winner, who was ridden by 
Horacio Karamanos. 

Ross continued to dominate 
the standings throughout the 
| first part of the meet. Rose 
| Medallion returned to win on 
| June 13. Rockin’ Joe took a 
| tough starter handicap on June 
° 19 for Pino and Eric Camacho. 
A 4-year-old son of Johar, 
Rockin’ Joe earned his fifth 
career victory and made up 
for two runner-up finishes at 
Colonial over the years. 

“The first half of the meet 
has been extremely exciting for 
us. We started the meet by 
accomplishing our 100th racing 
win at Colonial [on the meet’s 
third day] after finishing 2009 
just three wins short of 100,” 
said Ross, who last fall pur¬ 
chased the barn known as Parlo 
VI at Fair Hill Training Center 
from Rick Porter. “Colonial 
Downs continues to be one of 
the primary meets we focus on 
every year. Although the purse 
money is not as robust as we 
have seen elsewhere, Colonial’s 
turf course is really second to 
none and suits many of our 
runners.” 

Buoyed by Ross’s brigade, 
Pino won 10 races from his 
first 23 starts at the meet, but 
still trailed trainers Hamilton 
Smith, Ferris Allen and Kath¬ 
leen O’Connell. 

Owner Edward P. (Ned) 
Evans and trainer Tony Dutrow 
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took advantage of Evans's 
potent Virginia breeding pro¬ 
gram when they returned to 
Colonial Downs with Elusive 
Gift to win the opening day's 
featured John D. Marsh, a 
restricted stakes at five and a 
half furlongs on the turf The 
5-year-old son of Elusive 
Quality went off the over¬ 
whelming favorite but had to 
work hard to stave off Braeburn 
Farm's homebred Frisky Thun¬ 
der, who returned from a nine- 
month layoff to miss by a neck. 
Karamanos guided the winner. 

A winner of three career 
races before the Marsh, Elusive 
Gift exited a fourth-place fin¬ 
ish in the Vincent Moscarelli 
Memorial on opening day at 
Delaware Park. 

Virginia-bred Bopolene 
continued to produce for 
owner/trainer Donna Lockard 
when the daughter of Bop 
upset the Oakley Stakes on 
June 5. Restricted to Virginia- 
bred or sired fillies and mares, 
die $50,000 turf sprint drew 
nine, with five of diem attract¬ 
ing more support than Bopo¬ 
lene. No matter. Under Julian 
Pimentel, Bopolene rallied from 
sixth to score by a command¬ 
ing two and a half lengths over 
Shaunna and Argent Affair. 

Bred by the late Alfred 
Smith Jr., Bopolene was one of 
a trio of Bop's offspring in the 
Oakley. She earned her fourth 
career victory, and first stakes 
win, from 18 starts. This was 
the 5-year-old mare's third con¬ 
secutive attempt in the Oakley 
(she was second in 2008 and 
fifth in 2009). 

Mede Cahaba Stable and 
Lilith Boucher consistently per¬ 
form well at Colonial Downs 
and started 2010 right on track. 
The duo combined to win a 
turf allowance with Complete 
Zen on May 29. The 4-year-old 
Virginia-bred son of Cozzene 
rallied to win by three-quarters 
of a length with Sheldon Rus¬ 
sell in the irons. 

The owner/trainer combo 
came back to win a five and 
a half-furlong maiden special

with homebred 3-year-old first¬ 
time starter Class Indian on 
June 6. Ridden by Christian 
Olmo, Class Indian came from 
off the pace and scored by a 
neck. The Virginia-bred repre¬ 
sents one of the last sons of 
the stalwart Maryland stallion 
Waquoit. 

“It works out with the 
Virginia-bred races; it gives 


them a nice opportunity,” 
Boucher said. “Class Indian's 
got enough speed to run on the 
flat and he'll go long. Nothing 
bothers him. He's a nice horse, 
schooled and he's ready to run 
over jumps.” 

Jazema’s Ginger —bred, 
owned and trained by Nancy 
Alberts —shocked five allow¬ 
ance foes on June 19. The 


4- year-old daughter of Go for 
Gin and final foal for Jazema 
(dam of 2002 Preakness run¬ 
ner-up Magic Weisner) scored 
by a half length. Malcolm 
Franklin guided the winner, 
who paid $31.60 while record¬ 
ing her third career win from 
11 starts. 

Trainer Ferris Allen unveiled 
an impressive first-time starter 
when Latika scored by seven 
and three-quarters lengths 
while competing as a homebred 
for Virginia's historic Audley 
Farm on June 14. The daugh¬ 
ter of Wiseman's Ferry sported 
three breezes before making 
her debut at five furlongs on 
the dirt. 

On June 21, Allen and Aud¬ 
ley turned the trick again, win¬ 
ning with first-time starter 
More Than Steady. The 
3-year-old son of More Than 
Ready was sent off the slight 
favorite in the field of six and 
kicked clear to win comfortably 
over Virginia-bred maiden 
claimers. 

Theresa Carothers and Felix 
Nuesch upset a maiden spe¬ 
cial on June 13 when Tiefor- 
dancen rushed off to a three- 
length win. Nuesch bred die 

5- year-old son of Black Tie 
Affair (Ire) in Virginia. Jockey 
Jonathan Joyce, who had taken 
a brief hiatus from the saddle 
earlier in the year, guided the 
winner, who exited a 44-length 
drubbing at Charles Town after 
a year and a half layoff. 

Making his fourth career 
start for his fourth different 
trainer, Tiefordancen pocketed 
$15,544 for the victory. He 
hadn't finished better than 
eighth in his three previous 
tries. 

Trainers from the steeple¬ 
chase side traditionally do well 
at Colonial and this year proved 
no exception with Ernie Oare 
winning five races, Lilith 
Boucher collecting four victo¬ 
ries and Arch Kingsley going 
three for his first four (with a 
second) through June 23.

T esting her mettle in hope 
of a bigger prize looming 
ahead, Team Valor Inter¬ 
national’s Miss Singhsix (Ire) 
succeeded with flying colors in 
the $150,000 Obeah Stakes-G3 
on June 12.

Wolfs on trainee captured the 
mile and an eighth Obeah with 
a flourish, storming from last 
to first under Jose Valdivia Jr.

Final 
time was 1:50.87. 

Traditionally, the Obeah 
serves as a prep for the $750,000 
Delaware Handicap-G2, which 
was set for its 73rd running on 
July 17. 

Miss Singhsix (by Singspiel- 
Ire) had most recently fin¬ 
ished third to Life At Ten in 
the Sixty Sails Handicap-G3 
at Hawthorne. Her status 
was enhanced when that rival 
returned to win the Grade 1 
Ogden Phipps Handicap on 
the same day as the Obeah. 

In February, Miss Singhsix 
joined the ranks of stakes 
winners with a victory in the 
Maryland Racing Media Stakes 
at Laurel Park. Six times s takes- 
placed from 3 to 5, she has 
earned $317,276 in her career. 

Brereton Jones’s home¬ 
bred No Such Word posted 
an exciting neck victory in the 
$75,000 Go for Wand Stakes 
for 3-year-old fillies on June 5. 

The Go for Wand, at a mile 
and a sixteenth, often is used

Facing No Such Word in the 
Go for Wand were four rivals, 
including Fox Hill Farms’s 
Havre de Grace, a winner at 
Philadelphia Park in her only 
other start of the year, and 


E. Paul Rob sham S table s’s 
Hot Trip, who shipped from 
New York for trainer Dominic 
Giglio Jr. 

Installed as the favorite, No 
Such Word was allowed to set¬ 
tle at the back of the field by 
jockey Terry Thompson, began 
making a move approaching the 
far turn, was steered four-wide 




around die turn and arrived at 
the head of the stretch with a 
full head of steam. She engaged 
leader Havre de Grace down 
the lane and the two slugged it 
out to the finish line, with No 
Such Word gamely sticking her 
head in front a few jumps from 
the wire, and edging away to a 
neck decision in 1:46.11. 

No Such Word is trained by 
Cindy Jones, wife of former 
trainer Larry Jones. Larry Jones 
trained Brereton Jones’s 2008 
Eclipse Award-winning 3-year- 
old filly Proud Spell. 

Jones has turned over the 
reins to his wife, but is still 
involved in the operation. The 
couple got off to a slow start 
at the current Delaware meet, 
but during the week beginning 
June 1 the stable had four wins, 
a second and a third. 

“We started something like 
0-for-l 3 at Delaware this year,” 
said Cindy Jones. “It took the 
horses a little while to get used 
to the track surface [coming 
from Oaklawn Park].” 

At one point in 2008, Larry 
Jones had more than 100 horses 
in training. The couple has fewer 
than 40 horses in training now, 
with 20 belonging to Brereton 
Jones, the former governor of 
Kentucky and a good friend. 
Another 10 are stabled on the 
farm of trainer Lynn Ashby in 
Middletown, Del. 

No Such Word, who won 
the Honeybee Stakes-G3 at 
Oaklawn earlier this year, was 
the first horse Cindy Jones sad¬ 
dled after taking over as head 
trainer. 

From 11 lifetime starts, 
No Such Word (by Canadian 
Frontier) has won four times 
and earned $248,213. 

Premier Stables Unlimited 
and TAG Stables’s Encaustic 
proved the class of the five- 
horse field in the $50,000 
Joseph French Memorial Stakes 
on May 29. 

Based at the Fair Hill Train¬ 
ing Center with trainer Mark 
Shuman, the 6-year-old horse 
by Broad Brush was never 
headed in the one mile, 70-yard 
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event named in honor of the 
late Delaware Park jockeys' 
agent. 

With Justin Shepherd 
aboard, Encaustic maintained 
nearly a two-length lead over 
his nearest rival, Alma d'Oro, 
through the first six furlongs, 
then was challenged by that 
rival in midstretch as his margin 
was cut down to a half length. 
Alma d'Oro gamely tried to get 
past, but Encaustic had some¬ 
thing left and edged away again 
to a length and a half victory 
in 1:41.90. Secret Getaway was 
third. 

Encaustic, bred by Robert 
E. Meyerhoff's Fitzhugh LLC 
in Maryland, shipped to Indiana 
Downs for his next start, a 
winning effort in the Golden 
Bear Stakes on June 16. His 
record now stands at 11 wins 
(four stakes) from 45 starts and 
$615,830. Out of Illeria (by 
Stop the Music), he is a full 
brother to Grade 1-winning 
millionaire and sire Include, as 
well as stakes winners Magic 
Broad and Magical Broad, and 
to stakes-placed Loaded Brush 
and Implicit. He is a half- 
brother to stakes-placed Invent 
(by Concern). 

A field of eight fillies and 
mares faced the starter in 
the $75,000 John W Rooney 
Memorial Stakes on June 19, 
but her rivals couldn't match A 
She’s Adorable, Phillip Maas's 
homebred who prevailed by 
a length and a quarter over 
Ainamaa, with Trensa three- 
quarters of a length back in 
third. Anna Napravnik rode

the winner for trainer Mike 
Stidham. 

A She's Adorable, a 4-year- 
old daughter of Johar, was 
never far off the pace in the 
mile and a sixteenth turf event, 
sitting close to leader Ama¬ 
ru aa's flank through excruci¬ 
atingly slow fractions. When 
Napravnik turned her loose, 
she engaged Ainamaa for the 
lead, shook off advancing 
Trensa, and kicked clear to the 
victory in 1:43.56. 

The Rooney was the first 
stakes win for A She's Adorable 
in her 10-race career, and she's 
earned $160,600. 

Fox Hill Farms's Laus Deo 
stamped himself as a Kentucky 
Derby prospect when he won 
the Count Fleet Stakes at Aque¬ 
duct in January. But an injury 
put the son of Medaglia d'Oro 
on the shelf, and he missed 
the classics. He returned at 
Delaware on May 11, and fac¬ 
ing older runners in allowance 
company, finished second to 
Alma d’Oro. He followed up 


with an allowance score at one 
mile and 70 yards on June 8. 

Sent off as the 8-5 favorite, 
Laus Deo did not break sharply, 
but quickly recovered to make 
the lead and then set moderate 
fractions under jockey Jeremy 
Rose. The only 3-year-old in 
the seven-horse field, he spurt¬ 
ed away down the stretch to 
win by four lengths in 1:43.11 
over a fast track. 

“He ran a great race and 
won easily," said Fox Hill owner 
Rick Porter. “Jeremy said he 
had plenty of horse when he 
hit the wire." 

Laus Deo, which are the 
words inscribed on the alumi¬ 
num cap atop the Washington 
Monument and mean “Praise 
Be to God" in Latin, has 
won half of his six starts and 
$116,340. He is trained by Tony 
Dutrow. 

At the massive Keeneland 
September yearling sale, a good 
prospect can slip through the 
cracks. Financial Crisis's 
$3,000 price tag was obviously 


such a bargain, as die 3-year-old 
Broken Vow filly has won two 
of three starts for trainer Gary 
Capuano, who owns her in 
partnership with Larry Fowler. 
Financial Crisis's second win 
came in six-furlong allowance 
company on June 7. 

Capuano, based in Mary¬ 
land, shipped Financial Crisis 
to Delaware off a victory at 
Pimlico on May 21. She was 
dismissed as one of the longest 
shots in the eight-horse field at 
16-1, but led all the way under 
apprentice Joshua Navarro to 
post a length and three-quarter 
win in 1:11.15. Financial Crisis 
earned $29,250 for the score, 
bringing her total earnings to 
$52,210. 

On June 12, the same day 
that his daughters Life At Ten 
and Funny Moon ran one- 
three in die Grade 1 Ogden 
Phipps Handicap in New York, 
Malibu Moon was represented 
at Delaware by the 3-year-old 
colt Latigo Shore, who zipped 
to the lead at the start of a one 
mile, 70-yard allowance test and 
coasted home unchallenged to 
score by nearly seven lengths 
in 1:41.12. 

In his prior start, Latigo 
Shore finished second to Come- 
dero in die Chick Lang Stakes- 
G3 on the May 15 Preakness 
Stakes undercard at Pimlico. 

Trained by Nick Zito for 
owners Thoroughbred Legends 
Racing Stable and Robert V. 
LaPenta, Latigo Shore was pur¬ 
chased for $335,000 at the 2008 
Fasig-Tipton Saratoga Selected 
Yearling sale. ^ 


STARS ALIGN 
FOR HEART 
ASHLEY AT 
PHILADELPHIA 
PARK

Z ayat Stables LLC's Heart 
Ashley kept her 2010 
record perfect at two 
starts, two wins, and notched 
the third stakes victory of her 
career when she captured the 
$250,000 My Juliet Stakes on 
May 29 in the fast time of 
1:08.68 for six furlongs. 

Last year, the daughter of 
Lion Heart won two Grade 
3 events, the Miss Preakness 


Stakes and Cicada Stakes. She 
tried Grade 1 company over the 
summer and finished sixth in 
Belmont Park's Prioress Stakes 
behind Cat Moves, but was 
put away for the season after 
finishing fifth in the Grade 1 
Test Stakes at Saratoga in early 
August. 

The Steve Asmussen trainee 
returned to competition on 
April 15, winning an allowance 


at Keeneland, and then headed 
east for the My Juliet. 

In the My Juliet, Heart Ash¬ 
ley was dispatched as an 8-1 
chance behind favored Cat 
Moves, who was making her 
first start of the year. But this 
time Heart Ashley got the bet¬ 
ter of that rival, as she shot to 
the lead from the start under 
Stewart Elliott and was never 
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headed, firing off quick splits 
of :21.82, :44.01 and :56.00. 

Into the stretch, Heart 
Ashley was pressured by One 
Smokin’ Lady, who drove up to 
within a half length of the lead, 
but Elliott went to the whip 
and Heart Ashley found more, 
slowly drawing away from that 
rival to post a length and a quar¬ 
ter victory Cat Moves rallied in 
deep stretch and won a head 
bob for third over Jemilyn. 

The $150,000 winner’s share 
of the purse increased Heart 
Ashley’s lifetime bankroll to 
$395,895, more than return¬ 
ing the $320,000 Zayat Stables 
paid for her as a yearling at the 
Fasig-Tipton Saratoga Selected 
Yearling sale. The chestnut was 
bred by Gaines-Gentry Thor¬ 
oughbreds, and she has now 
won six times from 10 starts. 

Out of the stakes-placed 
Beau Genius mare Pretty ’n 
Smart, Heart Ashley is a three- 
quarter sister to Ashley’s Kitty 
(by Tale of the Cat), a graded 
stakes winner of $349,267. 

West Point Thoroughbreds’s 
Belle of the Hall vanned down 
from her New York base, was 
installed as the heavy favorite, 
and came away with her first 
stakes victory while keeping 
her record perfect at 3-for-3 
in the $200,000 Josde Stakes, a 
six and a half-furlong test for 
3-year-old fillies on June 12. 

Trained by Tom Albertrani 
and ridden by Ramon Domin¬ 
guez, Belle of the Hall was 
timed in 1:15.44 on a hot, 
humid afternoon. Derwin’s Star 
and Worship the Moon finished 
second and third, respectively. 

“We absolutely loved this 
filly last year at the OBS 
February sale,” said West Point 
president Terry Finley, who 
paid a sales-topping $340,000 
for the daughter of Graeme 
Hall (out of Vines of Justice 
by Judge T C). “We had to have 
her. . . we know other people 
saw what we saw. She had some 
minor issues last year, so we 
just gave her some time.” 

A great-granddaughter of 
the blue hen producer Lilac 



Garden (by Roberto), dam of 
champions Ambitious Cat (in 
Canada) and Electronic Uni¬ 
corn (in Hong Kong) and 
Grade 1 winner Blushing K. D., 
Belle of the Hall was ridden 
out to a five-length victory in 
her debut at Gulfs tream Park in 
April, and returned to an allow¬ 
ance score at Belmont Park in 
late May. 

Safely Kept, one of the top 
race mares ever produced in 
this region and a multiple stakes 
producer, has reached the end 
of her productive career (an 
article on champion Safely 
Kept’s retirement appears on 
page 2 of the Maryland Horse 
newsletter). But her offspring 
are continuing to make their 
mark on the race track. Safely 
Kept’s 5-year-old son Just a 
Touch (by champion sprinter 
Aldebaran) captured a six- 
furlong starter allowance on 
June 4, scoring by a nose under 
jockey Abel Mariano. 

Just a Touch was sold for 
$150,000 at the Keeneland 
September yearling sale to Mike 
Ryan, agent, and made his first 
start a winning one for Jayeff B 
Stables at Philadelphia Park in 
June 2008, for a claiming price 
of $25,000. 

In his second start, the colt 
with the blue-blooded pedi¬ 
gree was claimed for $25,000 
by owner Stanley Sucki and 
trainer Carl Jones, for whom 
he has raced ever since. He has 
not been risked for a claim¬ 


ing tag again, and has racked 
up two more wins and earned 
$113,740. 

In his first career start, 
Richard Golden’s homebred 
Lunar Pass gave a glimpse 
of what was to come, finish¬ 
ing third at double-digit odds 
at Pimlico on April 30. The 
3-year-old gelded son of Gulch 
then shipped to Philadelphia 
Park from his Fair Hill Training 
Center base for a maiden spe¬ 
cial weight on May 29, and it 
became clear that Iris debut had 
done him a world of good. 

Sent off the second choice 
in the field of five and rid¬ 
den by jockey Anna Napravnik, 
Lunar Pass broke like a shot in 
the six-furlong event, quick¬ 
ly establishing a length lead 
through the first half mile, 
which he completed in :45.45. 
First-time starter Don’t Cross 
Me tried to stay with Lunar 
Pass early, but was dropping 
back by mid-turn. Turning into 
the stretch, Lunar Pass began 
drawing away, with Napravnik 
urging him on with a few taps 
from a left-handed stick. His 
lead grew larger as the wire 
loomed closer, and his margin 
of victory was eight and a quar¬ 
ter lengths, with the final time a 
swift 1:09.63. 

Out of the stakes-winning 
Partner’s Hero mare Lunachick, 
Lunar Pass is trained by Graham 
Motion. He was a $22,000 buy¬ 
back at the 2008 Keeneland 
September Yearling sale. 


“I bought Lunachick in foal 
to Gulch and Lunar Pass is 
her first foal,” said Golden, 
who is co-owner of Northview 
Stallion Station in Chesapeake 
City, Md., as well as Northview 
PAin Peach Bottom, Pa. “Lunar 
Pass is quite a nice looking colt 
and he surprised us with his 
speed [in his maiden victory].” 

Lunachick, who had a filly 
o this year by Grand Slam, also 
3 has a yearling filly by Lemon 
| Drop Kid, and a 2-year-old 
S filly by Broken Vow named 
Promise the Moon who has yet 
to start. 

Lunar Pass’s earnings now 
stand at $27,680. 

Results have been disap¬ 
pointing for twilight rac¬ 
ing, which was introduced on 
Fridays, beginning on May 28. 
The first twilight card, with a 
first post at 4 p.m., generated 
on-track handle of $83,128 and 
total handle of $743,615. 

Figures dipped dramatically 
for the next twilight program, 
on June 4, with nine races 
bringing in $46,881 on-track, 
and $572,823 total. 

Last year’s experiment with 
twilight racing was significantly 
better. That’s likely because this 
year the track issued a ban on 
outside alcoholic beverages 
from being brought into the 
Picnic Grove. 

Speechifying, the 2007 
Horse of the Year at Philadel¬ 
phia Park, found the winner’s 
circle on May 31 after a long 
drought, taking a claiming test 
for a $7,500 tag. 

It was the 7-year-old mare’s 
ninth lifetime victory from 
34 starts, and the $16,800 she 
earned increased her bankroll 
to $450,375. 

Campaigned to her last 
victory by Long Ball Stable 
and trainer Eberd Estrada, 
the daughter of Activist was 
claimed by one of her pre¬ 
vious owners, Joseph Asbell, 
and trainer Philip Aristone. 
Although Speechifying has the 
credentials to become a brood¬ 
mare, Aristone said he intended 
to keep her in training.

RUNNERS FROM 
NEAR AND FAR

M id-week stakes action 
the second week of June 
saw first-time Presque 
Isle visitors run off with the 
top prizes. 

Taking the faster of the two 
$100,000 stakes contested at 
five and a half furlongs was 
Churchill Downs shipper 
Country Day, who pulled away 
to a length and a quarter score 
in the Karl Boyles Memorial 
Northwestern PA Stakes on 
June 9. 

A 4-year-old Speights town 
colt, bred and owned by 
Bertram and Elaine Klein in 
partnership with their son, 
Richard Klein, Country Day 
went off as second choice in 
the field of seven. 

Taking most of die action 
was veteran Ravalo, the richest 
runner in the field. Lindy Red¬ 
ding’s 6-year-old gelding, based 
in Maryland with trainer Don¬ 
ald Barr, was making his fifth 
start of the season, each at a 
different track. The 10-time 
stakes winner, who has amassed 
$846,385 during his career, was 
seeking his first stakes win of 
the year. 

Country Day, ridden by 
Brian J. Hernandez Jr., got the 
jump on the favorite, taking 
control heading into the stretch 
after stalking a quick pace set 
by 115-1 longshot Teenage 
Distress and Goldzar. Ravalo 
made his move around the 
turn, but could not gain on the 
winner. Jamie Ness’s longshot 
Sneaking Uponyou snuck in 
late to gain the place spot, a 
neck in front of Ravalo. 


The final time was a stellar 
1:02.58, a little over a fifth of a 
second off the course record 
set by Street Magician in 2009. 

Although he was making his 
first start on a synthetic track, 
trainer Steve Margolis noted 
that Country Day “has run well 
on the turf and dirt, and we 
thought he could handle any 
surface.” Earlier in the season, 
Country Day recorded his first 
stakes win when taking Oak- 
lawn Park’s Hot Springs Stakes. 
Out of the graded stakes win¬ 
ner Hidden Assets (by Mt. 
Liverm ore), C oun try D ay 
boosted his career earnings to 
$195,729 from 11 starts. 

One day earlier, fillies and 
mares headed out for the Satin 
and Lace Stakes. Turf sprinter 
Ahvee’s Destiny, trained by 
Linda Rice for Everything’s 


Cricket Racing, took to the 
Tapeta surface with aplomb, 
breaking alertly from her rail 
post with Harry Vega up and 
vying for the lead with favorite 
Silver Time from the start. 
Ahvee’s Destiny shook clear 
heading into the far turn and 
had more than enough energy 
to hold off Proud Heiress 
through the stretch. The win¬ 
ning margin was a length and a 
quarter as Ahvee’s Destiny 
stopped the clock in 1:03.97. 

A two-time stakes winner 
on the turf at Saratoga, Ahvee’s 
Destiny got her 10th victory in 
26 starts, pushing her career 
earnings to $413,595. The New 
York-bred is a daughter of 
Rizzi out of Love Destiny, by 
Silver Deputy. 

Trainer Tom Amoss has an 
enviable record at the Erie 


track. His runners made seven 
trips to the post during the first 
six weeks of the meet, and four 
times they returned to the win¬ 
ner’s circle. That’s a winning 
rate of 57 percent. 

Leading the way among the 
Amoss runners is Red Hot 
Buddha. Winner of the open¬ 
ing day Inaugural Stakes on 
May 7, the 3-year-old daughter 
of Buddha returned against 
older fillies and mares in allow¬ 
ance company on June 3 and 
swallowed up her rivals, scoring 
by eight lengths over graded 
stakes winner Frolic’s Dream. 
Rollicking Affair finished third. 

With Scott Spieth riding, 
Red Hot Buddha was sent off 
as the 1.20-1 favorite in the 
field of five, and completed the 
six and a half furlongs in 
1:16.86. The Pop-A-Top LLC 
homebred got her sixth win 
from nine starts, to increase her 
bankroll to $210,197. 

Fast Break Racing Stable’s 
s Black Belt returned from a 
I strong showing in his stakes 
| debut, a third-place finish at 
| odds of 36-1 in the Tom Ridge 
° Stakes during opening week, to 
capture a five and a half-furlong 
allowance on May 27. The 
3-year-old West Virginia-bred 
gelding, from the first West 
Virginia-sired crop of Breeders’ 
Cup Turf-Gl winner Prized, 
easily dispatched his seven 
rivals, drawing off under Dale 
Beckner to win by one and 
three-quarters lengths. 

Bred by O’Sullivan Farms, 
Black Belt was sold privately by 
the farm early in his 2-year-old 
year to Tashaunda Amador, 
under whose name he raced 
until November 2009. 

Black Belt has been trained 
by Gerald Bennett for the 
majority of his 13-start career. 
He followed up his allowance 
score with an exciting victory in 
the Coin Collector Stakes on 
Charles Town’s Sprint Festival 
evening on June 19 (see page 
42). In eight starts this season, 
Black Belt has three wins, two 
seconds and two thirds. Lifetime 
he has earned $88,305. 
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Track records continued to 
be in jeopardy, with another 
one falling on June 23. The 
mile and an eighth mark of 
1:50.62, set by Sharpest Cat on 
August 22, 2009, was lowered 
to 1:50.55 by El Profeta in an 
allowance / optional claiming 
race. The veteran 5-year-old 
gelding, owned and trained by 
Adolfo Exposito and in for a 
$25,000 tag, set every fraction 
en route to his seven-length 
score under Luis Antonio 
Gonzalez. 

Sandwiched in between two 
five-furlong races on June 15 
was a marathon—a two-mile 
starter allowance that attracted 
a field of six long-winded run¬ 
ners. 

Sherri Greenhilfs Shakeyo- 
groovething, trained by Jeff 
Greenhill and ridden by 
Andrew Ramgeet, ran the oth¬ 
ers off their feet by leading at 
every call, at times by as many 


as two dozen lengths, and 
strolling home two and three- 
quarters lengths in front. The 
journey for the 5-year-old son 
of Dance Brightly took 3:37.75 
to complete, which established 
a new track record. 

One week later, the record 
was broken by Shakeyogroove- 
thing’s stablemate Eleuterio. 
The Daily Racing Form chart 
noted that “Eleuterio had speed 
to contest the first mile,” as the 
4-year-old Victory Gallop geld¬ 
ing ran on the front end, took 
control by the time they had 
gone a mile and a half, and 
cruised home four and three- 
quarters lengths in front of the 
field of $10,000 claimers. 
Ramgeet once again got the call 
from Jeff Greenhill—the final 
time was 3:37.21. 

The first four races on the 
June 9 card were won by run¬ 
ners owned by their trainers. 
Taking the first, a five-furlong 


maiden special weight for 

2- year-olds, was Need an 
Angel for Merrill Scherer. The 
second race, a five-furlong 
allowance, was won easily by 
Quick Shooter for Joe 
Radosevich. In the third, a 
maiden special weight for 

3- year-olds, Dazzled Saint 
rewarded W. John Bourke. And 
Edward Clous ton sent out 
Ocean Music to capture the 
fourth, a five-furlong claimer. 

Dazzled Saint, a son of 
Saint Afleet, broke Inis maiden 
in his second start by leading 
throughout and striding off to 
a nine-length score under 
Huber Villa-Gomez. He was 
clocked in a sharp 1:02.81 for 
the five and a half furlongs, 
only .23 seconds off the time 
recorded by Country Day in 
the stakes five races later. 

Bourke’s runner returned 
on June 19 to dazzle again, tak¬ 
ing a five and a half-furlong 


allowance by six and three- 
quarters lengths while carrying 
top weight of 121 pounds (giv¬ 
ing up to six pounds to his six 
rivals). 

The number 18 was the 
lucky one for Summer Outing. 
In her 18th start, a maiden race 
for $7,500 claimers with seven 
starters on June 12, the Flint 
Stites-trained 5-year-old mare, 
who was given little chance by 
bettors when sent off at 12-1, 
recorded her first victory—by 
18 lengths. 

Erick Rodriguez had 
Summer Outing going for the 
lead early. Midway through the 
mile and 70-yard test the daugh¬ 
ter of Outflanker started to 
open up and continued to pour 
it on to the finish. Owned by 
Katherine Powder, Summer 
Outing was bred by William 
Powder in Pennsylvania. 

Trainer Michael Trombetta 
turned out a dominating win- 
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ner one day earlier when the 
3-year-old filly Fancy Notion 
got her first win in her third 
start. The Maryland-bred 
daughter of Great Notion, 
risked for a $25,000 tag, flashed 
her speed to open up by day¬ 
light in the five and a half-fur- 
long test, was seven lengths on 
top heading into the stretch, 
then widened her lead to the 
wire. The winning margin for 
Wayne and Juanita Morris’s 
homebred filly was 11V 2 
lengths. 

Heiligbrodt Racing Stable’s 
Scatter the Tak, a talented 
runner at 2 who won his career 
debut, then finished third in 
Woodbine’s Grade 3 Grey 
Breeders’ Cup Stakes in his 
second career start, got his sec¬ 
ond career victory in a mile and 
70-yard allowance on June 23. 
There was a three and three- 
quarter-year gap in between his 
two wins. 

Now trained by Guadalupe 
Preciado, Scatter the Tak has 
resurrected a career that was 
stopped cold in December 
2006. 

“I don’t know what hap¬ 
pened to him,” noted Preciado. 
‘When I got him, he looked

like there had been nothing 
wrong.” 

The dark bay son of Mutak- 
ddim resurfaced on March 28, 
2010, at Philadelphia Park, 
when he finished last of six 
after battling for the lead early 
going six furlongs. 

Scatter the Tak gained 
strength in his three starts prior 
to his June win, finishing third 
in each. With Daniel Centeno 
in the irons, he scored his allow¬ 
ance victory by leading through¬ 
out and cruising home 11 3 A 
lengths in front of favorite 
Elkhorn Creek. 

The Maryland-bred gelding, 
bred by North Highland Farm, 
has a record of two wins and 
five thirds in 10 starts, for earn¬ 
ings of $92,969. 

The evening of June 4 may 
have been deemed the “early 
bird special,” as each of the 
winners on the eight-race card 
was at least 5 years old. The 
oldest starter that evening was 
11-year-old El Bomba, who 
finished fifth in the sixth race; 
10-year-old Doc’s Option was 
second in die eighdi race. 

The winner of the sixth race 
was hurdle stakes winner C R’s 
Deputy. A 6-year-old son of 


Deputy Commander, C R’s 
Deputy won the 2007 Glad¬ 
stone Hurdle Stakes at Far Hills 
soon after joining up with 
Barracuda Racing Stable and 
trainer Ricky Hendriks. 

Hendriks dropped C R’s 
Deputy in for a $5,000 tag on 
May 22 at Presque Isle in his 
second start of this year, and 
the gelding was snatched up by 
Lawrence Antus for Conneaut- 
tee Stables. In his initial outing 
for his new connections, on 
June 4, C R’s Deputy battled 
through the stretch in the mile 
and a quarter race for $7,500 
cl aimers and got up in the final 
stride to get the victory by a 
nose. 

Another popular claimer 
was 7-year-old Syncopation, 
haltered by the meet’s leading 
trainer Jamie Ness for $5,000 
for Midwest Thoroughbreds at 
Tampa Bay Downs on April 
16. 

After winning his next start 
with him at Tampa Bay at the 
same level, Ness lost Synco¬ 
pation in his first start at 
Presque Isle. Trainer Valerie 
Haller dropped the slip for 
$5,000 for owner Cardinal 
Stables on May 19. 


F our races for Pennsylvania- 
breds highlighted the card 
on the evening May 28, 
while on an upper level of the 
Hollywood Casino building the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association hosted its annual 
Iroquois Awards banquet hon¬ 
oring top performers of 2009. 

Several of last year’s Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred champions were 
in action that night, includ¬ 
ing the top 2009 juvenile male, 
Turbo Speed, who went off 
as the heavy favorite in the 
$75,000 Danzig Stakes for 
3-year-olds at six furlongs. 

The Bernie Houghton train¬ 
ee never fired, however, and 
it was his stablemate Foreign 
Argument who sailed home 
three lengths in front of Gator 


Bay and Alex’s Vision in 1:11.24 
under jockey Angel Rodriguez. 

Foreign Argument, a son 
of Closing Argument bred by 
the Terrapin Stables of Phillip 
and Marcia Cohen, seized the 
opportunity for his first stakes 
win. He is owned by Michael 
Nyhuis, a Canadian-based real 
estate investor, who was on 
hand for the race. 

Purchased by Nyhuis for 
$30,000 at the 2008 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
yearling sale, Foreign Argument 
boasts additional local ties, as 
his dam, the Alwuhush mare 
Beaming Belle, is a half-sister 
to Kentucky Derby/Preakness 
winner Real Quiet, who 
stands at Penn Ridge Farms in 
Harrisburg, Pa. 


A chestnut son of Concerto 
who has earned $141,471 in his 
career, Syncopation immedi¬ 
ately rewarded his new connec¬ 
tions when scoring by nine and 
a half lengths on May 29. The 
win in the mile and 70-yard 
race for $7,500 claimers was 
worth $8,100. And Ness took 
the opportunity to get Synco¬ 
pation back. 

Ness maintained his lock at 
the top of the trainers’ ranks, 
with 31 wins from 98 starts 
through June 23 (a 31.6 win 
percentage). Gerald Bennett 
was second with 11 wins (from 
55 starts). 

Daniel Centeno was in a 
battle with Scott Spieth for 
leading jockey. Centeno led by 
seven wins —33 to 26—but that 
was after Spieth had caught up 
with the leader in early June. 

Spieth’s record was boosted 
significantly by a sensational 
showing on June 3, when he 
won the final four races on the 
card, including runaway scores 
by maiden special weight winner 
Runaway Brute and allowance 
winner Red Hot Buddha. ^ 


The $45,000 winner’s share 
of the purse in the Danzig 
brought Foreign Argument’s 
total earnings to $130,430. 

Mr. and Mrs. William K. 
Warren Jr., nationally prom¬ 
inent owners and clients of 
Pennsylvania-based bloodstock 
agent Mark Reid, suffered an 
irretrievable loss when their 
2005 Horse of the Year, Saint 
Liam, died after only one sea¬ 
son at stud at Lane’s End in 
Kentucky. With three stakes 
winners to date in his only crop 
of foals, the racing world is 
left to ponder what might have 
been. 

The Warrens, eager to cam¬ 
paign Saint Dam’s offspring, 
purchased his daughter Liam’s 
Dream from breeders Gary 
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and Karen Farrar for the pro¬ 
verbial offer that couldn’t be 
refused. The filly ran away with 
her second stakes win of the 
season in the $75,000 Wonders 
Delight Stakes, a six-furlong 
test for 3-year-old fillies, co¬ 
featured on the night for 
Pennsylvania-breds. 

Hammered down to heavy 
1-5 favoritism based on her vic¬ 
tory in her last start, the Grade 
3 Cicada Stakes at Aqueduct 
on March 20, Liam’s Dream 
performed true to her odds, 
racing close to pacesetter Ally 
Bear through the first quarter 
mile, then swinging three-wide 
on the turn to take command 
at the head of the stretch. With 
jockey Jeremy Rose urging her 
on, she kicked clear in mid¬ 
stretch and came home unchal¬ 
lenged, winning by two and a 
half lengths in 1:12.01. 

Lovabull Me, a homebred 
daughter of This Bulls for You 
for David Anderson and his 
Anderson Farms, was second, 
and stakes winner Listen In 
was third. 

The win in the Wonders 
Delight pushed Liam’s Dream’s 
total earnings to $194,760. It 
was her fourth victory from 
five starts; her only blemish 
was when she finished third in 
the Forward Gal Stakes-G2 at 
Gulfs tream Park in January. 

Danzig Dreamer (by Rubi- 
ano), the dam of Liam’s Dream, 
is a half-sister to leading sire 
Distorted Humor. In addi¬ 
tion to Liam’s Dream, she has 
produced graded stakes-placed 
Holdontoyourdream. Danzig 
Dreamer has a yearling filly 
by Scat Daddy and weanling 
daughter of Malibu Moon. 

Also featured on the May 
28 card, but not restricted to 
Pennsylvania-breds, was the 
$60,000 Changing Times Stakes 
for 3-year-olds and up at six 
furlongs. Robert Cole’s jujitsu 
Jax led all the way to defeat last 
year’s top Pennsylvania-bred 
older horse, Whisde Pig, in a 
fleet 1:09.86. 

Ju Jitsu Jax, trained by Scott 
Lake, was bred in Florida by 



West Point Thoroughbreds 
Inc. His earlier victories include 
the West Virginia Sprint Derby 
and Webb Snyder Stakes. The 
4-year-old Tiger Ridge colt 
got his eighth win in 17 starts, 
and upped his earnings total to 
$321,220. 

Pennsylvania-breds also 
took center stage on May 28 in 


a one mile and 70-yard allow¬ 
ance for 3-year-olds and up, 
and a maiden special weight at 
a mile and a sixteenth on turf. 

Royal Jin, a 5-year-old geld¬ 
ing by Polish Miner, prevailed 
by a neck at odds of 28-1 in the 
allowance contest. He was rid¬ 
den by Chris Baker, and timed 
in 1:43.78. 


co 


Owned, bred and trained 
by Gary Craig, Royal Jin (out 
of the Ferdinand mare Royally 
Planned) has raced his entire 
22-start career at Penn National, 
never once for a claiming tag. 
The $19,200 he earned for 
his May 28 victory pushed his 
bankroll to $101,950. 

In the maiden special weight, 
trainer David Geist celebrated 
a major turnaround with his 
homebred Sharp Defrere, 
who came from off the pace 
to defeat six rivals by four and 
a half lengths under jockey 
Emilio Flores. 

It was the 10th career start 
for the 3-year-old son of 
Defrere—Sharp Code, by Lost 
Code, who had finished in the 
money only once before. 

Trainer Stephanie Beattie 
and jockey William Otero 
were honored in the winner’s 
circle on June 5 in recogni¬ 
tion of their accomplishments 
as 2009’s leading trainer and 
jockey, respectively. 

Last year, Beattie, who is 
currently die president of die 
Pennsylvania HBPA, recorded 
112 wins from 509 starts, while 
Otero rode to victory 176 times 
from 953 mounts. 

Dancerina (Arg), a daugh¬ 
ter of die Argentina-based Ride 
the Rails-also the sire of suc¬ 
cessful young stallion Candy 
Ride (Arg) - found the winner’s 
circle for the first time in the 
U.S. on June 11, when she cap¬ 
tured a one-mile turf allow¬ 
ance by three and one-quarter 
lengths as the favorite. 

In her native country, 
Dancerina competed in sev¬ 
eral group events, placing in the 
Group 3 Manuel J. Guiraldes 
in her third career start in July 
2007. 

She competed in Argentina 
until June 2008, when she was 
imported by Charles and 
Luis it a Cup rill, who own 
Woodvale Farm in Oxford, Pa. 

Dancerina did not make her 
first start for the Cuprills until 
nearly one year later, in June 
2009, and since then has com¬ 
peted at several tracks in the 
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Mid-Atlantic region, including 
Philadelphia Park, Delaware 
Park, Meadowlands and Penn 
National. 

She has a lifetime record 
of 20 starts, three wins, four 
seconds and two thirds, with 
earnings of $75,058. 

The Cuprills, who have 
ranked among Pennsylvania’s 
leading breeders for many 
years, maintain a busy opera¬ 
tion at Woodvale Farm, stand¬ 
ing the stallions City Sharp- 
ster (by City Zip), Lord At 
Law (Lord Carlos), Revival 
Song (Unbridled’s Song) and 
Romolo’s Fritzi (Cryptoclear¬ 
ance). 

Charles Cuprill, a licensed 
trainer, shuttles from the farm 
to the couple’s native Puerto 
Rico, where he has a thriving 
law practice. 

Amateur female jockeys 
held the spotlight the night of 
June 11 as they competed in 
a FEGENTRI (International 
Federation of Gentlemen and 
Lady Riders) event at mile and 
a sixteenth on the grass. 

Cathrine Engebretsen 
from Norway rode the Ann 
Merrym an-trained Subtle 
Strike to a head victory at 
odds of 11-1 over frontrun¬ 
ning Langley Park and jockey 
Sandee Beattie. 

Subtle Strike lagged near 
the back of the 10-horse field, 
then uncorked a big rally at the 
top of the stretch and charged 
home to nail Langley Park at 
the wire in 1:45.63. My Only 
One, ridden by Amanda Han, 
was third. 

Engebretsen, 32, is a mer¬ 
chandiser in her native country, 
and was first licensed as an 
amateur rider in 2002. By her 
own account, she has ridden 
about 250 races in her career 
and notched 16 wins. ^

The seven-fur long $400,000 Red Legend Stakes, billed as the richest 3-year-old sprint in the nation, went to Peter 
Redekop’s frontrunning Comedero, a diminutive son of Posse who is undefeated in four starts, all stakes, this season. 


O ne of the most exciting 
and consistent 3-year- 
olds in the nation didn't 
attempt the Triple Crown. But 
the rising sprint star used two 
starts at Charles Town this past 
spring to add to his impressive 
record. 

The Charles Town Sprint 
Festival on the evening of June 
19 saw the return of Peter 
Redekop's Comedero. The 
diminutive bay Arkansas-bred 
son of Posse was seeking to 
maintain his perfect sopho¬ 
more record in the seven-fur¬ 
long $400,000 Red Legend 
Stakes. 

Trainer Mike Stidham had 
been aiming Comedero for the 
race, billed as the richest 3-year- 
old sprint in the nation, after 
the gelding passed his first test 
around the three-quarter-mile 
oval. That was in April when 
Comedero dazzled with a nine- 
length score in the Blue and 
Gold Stakes. 

The winner of seven of his 
eight lifetime starts coming into 
the race, and 4-for-4 this year, 
Comedero possesses abundant 
speed and has been impossible 
to catch regardless of where he 
runs. 

“I've never had one this fast 
before," noted the Midwest- 
based Stidham. In addition to 
his success at Charles Town, 
Comedero scorched Oaklawn 
Park twice (in the Mountain 
Valley and Rainbow Stakes) and 
captured Pimlico's Grade 3 
Chick Lang Stakes on the 
Preakness day undercard. 

Sent off at 1-5 odds in a 
seven-horse field that included 
Kentucky Derby starter Back- 
talk, from the barn of Tom 
Amoss, D. Wayne Lukas-trained 
Preakness starter Northern 
Giant, and the local hope, 
accomplished multiple stakes 
winner Son of a Bear, Come¬ 
dero performed as expected. 
Breaking perfectly under Robby 


Albarado, he shot to the lead 
and was never pressured while 
reeling off modest fractions of 
:23.46 and :46.31. 

By the time Comedero had 
gone a half mile, the lead was 
five lengths, and he extended 
the margin into the stretch. 
Geared down by Albarado, 
Comedero crossed the line 
“handily" in front by two and a 
quarter lengths. While not as 
visually impressive as his aver¬ 
age winning margin this year of 
nearly seven lengths, the ease 
with which he got the job done 
was striking. His final time of 
1:25.57 on the warm, sticky 
evening was well off the track 
mark of 1:23.29 set by P. Ker- 
ney in 2006. However, Alba¬ 
rado was quick to point out: “I 
gave him a breather late in the 
race. I don't think we've gotten 
to the bottom of him yet." 

Rallying to finish second 
after a rough trip was the John 
Robb-trained 41-1 longshot 


Mylilsecret, who passed Back- 
talk in the stretch. Northern 
Giant followed in fourth, with 
Son of a Bear picking up a nice 
consolation prize of $11,880 
for finishing fifth. 

The $237,600 awarded to 
the winner nearly doubled 
Comedero's earnings to 
$504,300. A $50,000 buyback 
at the Keeneland September 
Yearling sale, Comedero (out 
of stakes-placed Pawnee Patti, 
by Sir Richard Lewis) was pur¬ 
chased privately by Redekop 
after his first two outstanding 
scores at 2. 

Stidham describes his sprint¬ 
ing sensation as “an overachiev- 
er since day one” who keeps 
impressing his connections 
more and more. “He doesn't fit 
the typical mold," said Stidham. 
“He's not a big horse or a ter¬ 
rific walker. But he has a huge 
heart and tries so hard." 

Six sprint stakes anchored 
the 11 -race card, and the most 


contentious was the $100,000 
Wild and Wonderful Stakes 
for 3-year-olds and up going 
seven furlongs. Ten runners 
made their way to the gate, but 
only three were less than dou¬ 
ble-digit odds. The one to beat 
was Charles Town dominator 
Russell Road. 

Seeking his 14th win at his 
home track, 4-year-old Russell 
Road was an 11-time stakes 
winner looking to go over the 
three-quarter million dollar 
mark in earnings. 

Trained by Charles Town 
legend James W. Casey for 
Mark Russell, Russell Road put 
in a powerful stretch run, but 
came up short to My Friend 
Nev and Nay's Tap as the three 
hit the wire together. 

My Friend Nev paid a gen¬ 
erous $43.40 in winning his 
stakes debut, despite the fact he 
is trained by Jamie Ness, the 
four di-leading trainer in the 
nation by number of wins this

Nay's Tap got to the front as 
the field rounded the far turn, 
but Russell Road was making a 
tremendous move and bearing 
down on the leader.

Previously on 
the New York circuit, the 
5-year-old Florida-bred geld¬ 
ing took eight tries to break his 
maiden. He now has four wins 
and earnings of $175,907. 

The 3-year-old filly Argent 
Affair was cross-entered in the 
Lady Charles Town and 
$50,000 Fancy Buckles 
Stakes. Owner David Ross 
and trainer Michael Pino chose 
the latter, a registered accred¬ 
ited West Virginia-bred race 
for fillies and mares. 

It proved the right move, 
as Argent Affair led through¬ 
out to get her first stakes win 
by two and a quarter lengths 
over veteran stakes mare 
Natures Annuity. After click¬ 
ing off fractions of :21.68 and 
:45.76, Argent Affair stopped 
the clock in :52.39. It was the 
first of two stakes wins on 
the evening for jockey Erick 
Ramirez. 

A Virginia-bred daughter 
of retired Black Tie Affair 
(Ire), who concluded his stud 
career at O’Sullivan Farms, 
based in Charles Town, the 
consistent Argent Affair has 
won five of her nine starts, 
with two seconds and two 


Half of a heavily favored 
entry that included stablemate 
I Got a Answer, Down Town 
Allen surged to the front at the 
outset, grabbed a two-length 
lead by the quarter-mile mark, 
extended that to four and a 
half lengths heading into the 
stretch, and won going away by 
five and a half lengths in :51.87 
over a fast track. 

Autumn Affair, making her 
fourth career start at 3, finished 


thirds. The well-traveled filly 
also has stakes placings at 
Colonial Downs (twice), 
Aqueduct and Pimlico. She 
has earnings of $151,319. 

The first stakes race of the 
evening was the $50,000 Coin 
Collector Stakes for regis¬ 
tered accredited West Virginia- 
bred 3-year-olds. The winner, 
Black Belt, is from the first 
West Virginia-sired crop of 
multi-millionaire and Breeders’ 
Cup Turf-Gl champion 
Prized, who stands at O’Sulli¬ 
van Farms. 

O’Sullivan Farms bred 
Black Belt and sold him pri¬ 
vately early in his 2-year-old 
year. Now competing for Fast 
Break Racing Stable and 
trained by Gerald Bennett, the 
gray/roan gelding ridden by 
Dale Beckner made up five 
lengths in the stretch to catch 
the pacesetting favorite 
Taylor’s Flight in the final 
strides for his first stakes win. 
He completed the four and a 
half furlongs in :52.02. 

Black Belt came into the 
race having finished in the top 
three in his six most recent 
outings, including an allow¬ 
ance win and a third-place fin¬ 
ish in the Tom Ridge Stakes at 
Presque Isle Downs leading 
up to his Charles Town score. 
In getting his third win in 13 
starts, he upped his lifetime 
earnings to $88,305.

while I Got a Answer got off 
to a poor start and finished 
fourth. 

Bred, owned and trained 
by John A. Casey and sired 
by Windsor Castle, a son of 
Lord Carson standing at Taylor 
Mountain Farm, the local nurs¬ 
ery belonging to Casey’s father, 
James W Casey, Down Town 
Allen now boasts a record 
of 11-6-3-1 and earnings of 
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$264,807. Her nine starts last 
season yielded victories in the 
Tri-State and West Virginia 
Futurities and Rachel’s Turn 
Stakes and three stakes plac- 
ings. 

Late May into early June 
proved to be a popular time 
for season’s debuts at Charles 
Town, as several familiar run¬ 
ners got back into the mix after 
layoffs. 

Champion West Virginia- 
bred juvenile male Son of a 
Bear launched his 3-year-olcl 
season with a five and a half- 
length allowance win on May 
30. The Bowman’s Band geld¬ 
ing completed the seven fur¬ 
longs in 1:26.23 under jockey 
Jesus Sanchez for owner Baer’s 
Racing Stable and trainer Lee 
Couchenour. It was his fifth 
win in six starts. 

Charles Town regular 
Trouble Makin made his 
return appearance at the track 
on June 5 with a four and 
a half-furlong allowance win 
under jockey Gustavo Larrosa. 
A 5-year-old West Virginia- 
bred son of Makin (out of 
Amanda Elizabeth, by Hay 
Halo), the dark bay gelding held 
off a determined challenge by 
Speedy Sammy for a one and a 
quarter-length win in :52.04 for 
owner Albert Letts and trainer 
Renee Schlesinger. 

Another Charles Town vet¬ 
eran, the lightly raced 7-year- 
old bay gelding Vivo, returned 
from a six-month layoff to win 
a seven-furlong allowance on 
June 17. Starting from the 10th 
post under jockey Anthony 
Mawing, the West Virginia-bred 
son of Ordway surged three¬ 
wide heading into the turn 
before holding off Sea Rescue 
to win by a neck for breeder/ 
owner John Hanna and trainer 
Anthony Grigsby. 

Unraced until age 5, Vivo 
was getting his third win in his 
eighth career start. 

The 4-year-old filly Come 
Here Oonga continued to 
gain momentum heading into 
her fourth-place finish in the 
Fancy Buckles Stakes (on June 


19) with another allowance win 
on June 3. The West Virginia- 
bred daughter of Peak Dancer 
went off as a solid favorite 
and proved why under jockey 
Travis Dunkelberger, scor¬ 
ing by five and three-quarters 
lengths in 1:26.82 on a fast 
track. Trained by Ollie Figgins, 
III for Sydney Racing LLC, 
Come Here Oonga was coming 
off a May 5 allowance win. 

Trainer Homer Kline Jr. 
scored his third straight victory 
with Power Prints on May 29. 
The 3-year-olcl West Virginia- 
bred runner picked up a one 
and a half-length victory in a 
seven-furlong allowance under 
jockey J.D. Acosta for owner 
Big Lick Farm. Power Prints 
(by Prints of Peace) didn’t win 
in five starts at 2, but is unde¬ 
feated so far this season. 

The smart money was on 
Desert Daylight in a four and 
a half-furlong allowance on 
May 30, and the prohibitive 
favorite came through with a 
four-length win in :53.10. A 
4-year-old daughter of Seeking 
Daylight, Desert Daylight 
recovered nicely after bobbling 
at the start under jockey Erick 
Ramirez to notch the win for 
owner William J. Howell and 
trainer John Carlisle. 

Trainer Tim Grams and 
owner Tex Mullins combined 
for another win with the 3-year- 
olcl filly C B Rocks in an allow¬ 
ance on June 17. The daughter 
of Rock Slide won the seven- 
furlong test by a nose under 
jockey Rodney Soodeen. 

Although he came up short 
with a third-place finish in the 
Wild and Wonderful Stakes 
on June 19 (see Charles Town 
Sprint Festival coverage), local 
star Russell Road breezed to 
an allowance win on June 4 for 
owner Mark Russell and trainer 
James W. Casey. Russell Road 
has left little to be desired in 
his career, winning or placing 
in 18 of his 20 career starts and 
earning $745,665. 

A pair of 3-year-olds by 
top West Virginia sire Wind¬ 
sor Castle-Red Light (June 


13) and Birdi Mae (June 
19)—picked up maiden spe¬ 
cial weight wins for Taylor 
Mountain Farm LLC. 

In open allowance competi¬ 
tion, the Damon Dilodovico- 
trained sprinter Immortal 
Eyes (by Greatness) earned an 
impressive win in :50.71 as the 
prohibitive favorite on May 26. 

Immortal Eyes recorded an 
identical time next out when 
winning the Charles Town 
Invitational Dash Handicap on 
June 19. 

On May 31, trainer Howard 
Wolfendale saddled an even 
faster sprint winner when 
Halton earned a one-length 
victory over Immortal Eyes’s 
stablemate Love’s Strong Hart 
in :50.57 under jockey Erick 
Ramirez. The course record is 
:50.20, set by Outcashem in 
2006. 


Halton, a 5-year-old Carson 
City gelding, is owned by the 
trainer’s wife, Tammy Wolfen¬ 
dale. 

Dead heats may be relatively 
rare, but two races ended that 
way in a one-week span in early 
June. On June 5, Honored 
Vow and Santa Fe Chief 
clocked a time of 1:58.84 in a 
mile and an eighth claimer 
under jockeys Gustavo Larrosa 
and J.D. Acosta, respectively. 

Then on June 10, Tie Break 
(ridden by Larrosa) and New 
Yodeler (Ramon Maldonado) 
crossed the wire at exactly the 
same moment in a sprint. The 
second of the two races was 
by far the bigger shocker: Tie 
Break paid $52 to win, while a 
winning ticket on New Yodeler 
was worth $44.40. #

F reshman sire Sir Shackle- 
ton, a millionaire son of 
major sire Miswaki stand¬ 
ing at Dana Point Farm in Len¬ 
hartsville, Pa., got his first juve¬ 
nile winner at Prairie Meadows 
on June 24. 

Sir Fox, owned and trained 
by H. Ray Ashford Jr., was on 
a mission in the five-furlong 
maiden special weight that 
drew a field of nine. Sent to 
the front from the start, the bay 
colt battled even-money favor¬ 
ite Cactus Son before kicking 
free with an eighth of a mile to 
go. He rolled home to win by a 
length in a final time of :58.58. 

It was the third start for Sir 
Fox, who had finished third in 
both his previous efforts. 

Bred in Kentucky by Rich¬ 
land Hills Inc., Sir Fox is out 
of die Exploit mare Sanibel 
Breeze. 

Sir Shackle ton, who moved 
to Dana Point for the 2010 sea¬ 
son after standing at Casdeton 
Lyons in Lexington, Ky., did 
not race at 2, but was a stakes 
winner in each of die next 
three seasons. Trained through¬ 
out his career by Nick Zito 
for his owner/breeder, Tracy 
Farmer, Sir Shackleton won the 
West Virginia Derby-G3 at a 
mile and an eighth, and placed 
in such venerable distance races 
as the Grade 1 Woodward 
Stakes (to Horse of the Year 
Saint Liam), Whitney Handicap 


(to stablemate Commentator 
and Saint Liam) and Grade 2 
Dwyer Stakes (to Medallist and 
The Cliff’s Edge). 

But Sir Shackleton proved 
equally adept as a miler. He 
captured the Derby Trial 
Stakes-G3 at Churchill Downs 
at that distance and also fin¬ 
ished third in the Metropolitan 
Handicap-Gl to Horse of the 
Year Ghostzapper and Grade 1 
winner Silver Wagon. 

Sir Shackleton set two track 
records when sprinting at 
seven furlongs. The first came 
in Gulfstream Park’s Richter 
Scale Breeders’ Cup Sprint 


Championship Handicap-G2, 
in which the then 4-year-olcl 
completed the distance in 
1:21.64 while defeating Lion 
Tamer. The next year he cap¬ 
tured Tampa Bay Downs’s 
Super Stakes in 1:22.28. 

The chestnut won seven 
of 20 starts, with two seconds 
and two thirds, for earnings of 
$1,051,500. 

Sir Shackleton is out of 
Naskra Colors, a stakes-placed 
daughter of champion sprinter 


Star de Naskra who earned 
$411,437 during her career. 
Naskra Colors hit the board in 
nine stakes, five graded, includ¬ 
ing the Grade 1 Spinster. She is 
also the dam of stakes-placed 
Pershing. 

Nine-year-old Sir Shackleton 
has 32 foals of racing age in 
Inis first crop. He stood this 
past season for $2,500 live foal, 
with special consideration to 
Pennsylvania foaling mares.

BANNER FOR FIRESTONES 



T hirty years after their cham¬ 
pion Genuine Risk turned 
the Triple Crown scene 
upset down—as the second filly 
in history to win the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl, and runner-up in an 
epochal edition of the Preak- 
ness Stakes-G1 as well as die 
Belmont Stakes-G1 - Virginia- 
based owner/breeders Bert 
and Diana Firestone continue 
to celebrate major success on 
the race track. 

The Firestones, who have 
maintained a breeding opera¬ 
tion at historic Newstead Farm 
in Upperville, Va., since 1991 
(and before that at their Catoc- 
tin Stud in Virginia), sent out 
their 5-year-old homebred Win¬ 
chester to his second career 
Grade 1 victory in the Manhat¬ 
tan Handicap on June 5 at Bel¬ 
mont Park. 

A son of Theatrical (Ire), the 
1987 Eclipse Award-winning 
turf performer also bred by the 
Firestones, Winchester staged a 
mighty upset in the Manhattan, 
which was contested at a mile 
and a quarter on the inner turf. 

Overlooked in the betting 
while his Chris tophe Clement- 
trained stablemate Gio Ponti, 
the nation’s 2009 champion 
older horse and turf male, was 
installed at even-money odds, 
Winchester came from far off 
the pace, swung six-wide at 
the quarter pole, and steadily 


gained ground, crossing the 
wire a half length to the good 
of second-placed Gio Ponti. 
He rewarded his backers with 
a $44.80 mutuel payoff and 
topped an exacta worth $147. 

Final time, over a firm 
course, was 1:59.46. 

It was the fourth outing of 
the season, and second win 
in a row, for die Virginia-bred 
horse. He gave a game per¬ 
formance to finish second to 
Presious Passion in the Mac 
Diarmida Stakes-G2, at a mile 
and three-eighths on turf at 
Gulfstream Park on February 
28, finished fourth (beaten two 
lengths by the winner, Bearpath) 
in Gulfs tream’s March 27 Pan 
American Stakes-G3, and won 
an allowance race at Keeneland 
on April 21. The latter two were 
at a mile and a half on turf. 

The $240,000 winner’s share 
of the purse in the Manhattan 
raised Winchester’s career earn¬ 
ings to $652,898 from 16 career 
starts. He also has to his credit 
a victory in the 2008 Secretariat 
Stakes-Gl, and a total of five 
stakes placings (four graded). 

Winchester is the second 
foal from Rum Charger (Ire), 
a daughter of Spectrum whom 
the Firestones purchased as 
a yearling at the 2000 Goffs 
October sale for the equiva¬ 
lent of $144,391. Rum Charger 


raced in Ireland, winning two 
stakes, including the Group 
3 Ballycorus, and earning 
$102,944 before joining the 
Firestones’ broodmare band. 

Still in production at New¬ 
stead, Rum Charger has been 
represented by only one other 
winner. Her 4-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, Wardrobe (by War Chant), 
retired unraced and deliv¬ 
ered her first foal, a colt by 
Shakespeare, at the Virginia 
farm this spring. 

Waiting to make their mark 
as runners for the Firestones 
are Winchester’s 3-year-olcl full 
sister, Welcome Addition, who 
was unplaced in Ireland in her 
single start to date, and his 
2-year-old half-sister, Incentive, 
by Mr. Greeley. 

Rum Charger had a Lemon 
Drop Kid colt in February, also 
born at Newstead, and is in foal 
for 2011 to Medaglia d’Oro. 


The Firestones, who cut 
back substantially on their 
horse holdings nearly a decade 
ago, have gradually built back 
up, according to their racing 
manager, Eric Connolly. And 
they campaign primarily home- 
breds foaled in Virginia. 

Newstead currently is home 
to 18 broodmares who com¬ 
bined to produce 14 foals in 
2010, all but one delivered at 
that site. 

Winchester is among a 
dozen horses in training, 
including current 2-year-olds, 
who make up the Firestones’ 
U.S. racing contingent, which 
is divided between Clement in 
New York and Arnaud and 
Leigh Delacour at Fair Hill 
Training Center in Maryland. 
They also have about four 
mares in Ireland and an equal 
number of runners with Irish 
trainer Dermot Weld.

I Harry Isaacs’s Brookfield 
Farm homebred Intentionally, 
“as fast a colt at a mile as 
America has seen since Swaps’ 
heyday,” popped a splint to 
delay his first start of the year. 
The black 4-year-old son of 
Intent—My Recipe, by Dis¬ 
covery, trained by Eddie Kelly, 
made it back to the races in late 
June to win Belmont’s Tobog¬ 
gan Handicap under top weight 
of 128 pounds, then shipped to 
Arlington Park for the Equi¬ 
poise Mile, which he won while 
giving weight to runner-up 
Dunce. 

I The famed Belair Stud, once 
home to William Woodward 
Sr.’s stable that included Gallant 
Fox, Omaha and Nashua, was 
in the process of being trans¬ 
formed into a multi-million 
dollar housing development. 
The first model homes would 
be open to the public in the fall. 

The 2,280-acre Maryland 
estate, founded in 1746 by 


Nations, the tightly raced 
7-year-old Down the Aisle. 
Bred and owned by Charles 
Deters and ridden by Robbie 
Davis, the gray flew down the 
Monmouth grass course in a 
time of 2:13.63, destroying the 
old mark for the mile and three- 
eighths by more than two and 
two-fifths seconds.

I “New Jersey racing at war 
on all fronts,” was the banner 
headline on the cover of Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred. Commen¬ 
tary and views from all factions 
tried to put in perspective the 
status of the state’s Thor¬ 
oughbred industry, which was 
rapidly losing race tracks, racing 
dates and horse numbers. 

With struggles between 
Thoroughbred and Standard- 


Governor Samuel Ogle-mak¬ 
ing it the oldest Thoroughbred 
farm in America-was pur¬ 
chased by developer William 
Levitt from the estate of the 
late William Woodward Jr. 

The Belair mansion and the 
nearby stable, the latter saved from 
destruction by the City of Bowie, 
both appear on the National Register 
of Historic Places and are museums 
open to the public. 

■ The purse for the Pimlico 
Cup, to be run in December at 
the track’s fall meet, was doubled 
to $20,000 and the race’s dis¬ 
tance restored to its original 
two and one-sixteenth miles. 
Also on the stakes schedule was 
the track’s richest grass race, 
the $25,000 Dixie Handicap, 
with its distance increased to a 
mile and a half. 

Pimlico’s executive direc¬ 
tor, Louis Pondfield, explained 
that “the longer distances make 
for more interesting riding 
and jockey strategy and add 
variety to the day’s program.” 
Pondfield estimated that nearly 
a quarter of the races run at the 
Pimlico fall meet would be at 
distances greater than a mile. 


bred segments, the off-track 
betting stalemate (it had been 
nearly two years since a state 
referendum had passed empow¬ 
ering the state to establish both 
off-track betting and telephone 
account wagering), an over¬ 
abundance of simulcasting, 
plus rumors that Garden State 
Park would not conduct any 
live racing the next year, writer 
Bill Heller summed up the 
atmosphere: “Can anyone 
blame Jersey’s Thoroughbred 
horsemen for being jittery?” 

Commenting on the dwin¬ 
dling number of live racing 
dates, trainer John Forbes, the 
New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association presi¬ 
dent, said: “We have lost any 
semblance of a circuit, and 
therefore will have to import 
the mass majority of horses 
that will race at the remaining 
tracks. Without higher purses, 
we can’t do that. And if that 
doesn’t spell the end of live 
racing, what does?”

I Phonebet, an off-track tele¬ 
phone betting system, was 
ready to launch at the start of 
Philadelphia Park’s fall meeting. 
All Pennsylvania residents, 
except for those living within a 
35-mile radius of any Pennsyl¬ 
vania track, were eligible to 
open an account. Philadelphia 
Park general manager Bob 
Bork noted: “We will have 
Phonebet application forms in 
newspapers and will also mail 
out brochures to persons on 
our mailing lists.”

I Maryland’s “open claiming” 
rule was considered an “unqual¬ 
ified success,” after its first six 
months.

I New Jersey’s turmoil was 
stymied a bit with live racing in 
full swing at Monmouth Park. 
Among the notable happen¬ 
ings at the shore track was 
the debut of the million-dollar 
sales juvenile, Songandaprayer, 
who won easily for neophyte 
owner, basketball star Bobby 
Hurley. Unfortunately, the son 
of Unbridled’s Song, trained 
by John Dowd, exited the race 
with chips in both hind legs 
and was sidelined until fall.

Newly elected to the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association's Board of Direc¬ 
tors in May, Reightler, 56, has 
made his lifelong career in the 
Thoroughbred industry, and 
is most widely known for Bill 
Reightler Sales and Consult¬ 
ing Agency, which he started 
11 years ago. 

The leading Thoroughbred 
sales agent in the Mid-Atlantic 
region by gross sales in 2005, 
and perennially near the top 
of the list, Reightler celebrat¬ 
ed a career high this spring 
when Rule (by Roman Ruler) 
emerged as one of the nation's 
top 3-year-olds. 

Along with partners, 
Reightler privately purchased 
Rule's dam, Rockcide (a half- 
sister, by Personal Flag, to 
Kentucky Derby/Preakness 
winner Funny Cide), and sold 
her for $400,000 at the 2006 
Keeneland November sale 
with the graded stakes winner, 
her first foal, in utero. 

In addition to his sales and 
consulting work, Reightler is a 
local agent for Virginia-based 
EMO Insurance Agency. 

Reightler grew up in West¬ 
minster, Md., and was intro¬ 
duced to race horses at the late 



John A. Manfuso Sr.'s nearby 
Osufnam Farm, then managed 
by renowned Maryland horse¬ 
man Sonny Sims. 

Barely 10 years old when 
Sims put him to work sweep¬ 
ing floors, Reightler - the 
oldest in a family of four 
boys-had inherited a love of 
horses from his father. 

The late William Reightler 
Sr. made his career as a roof¬ 
ing contractor. One day, when 
Bill was quite young, his fa¬ 
ther accepted a pony in lieu of 
money for a roofing job, and 
although they didn't know it 
at the time, that more or less 
sealed the family's fate. 


In the early 1970s, Reight¬ 
ler Sr. bought a few Thorough¬ 
bred broodmares. When their 
offspring was ready to race. 
Bill went to the track with 
them. 

In the mid-1970s, Reight¬ 
ler trained a small stable at 
Charles Town and Penn Na¬ 
tional for his father and a few 
outside clients, while also at¬ 
tending Towson State College 
as a business major. But Sims, 
still acting as his mentor, soon 
recommended him for a job at 
Spendthrift Farm, then man- 
| aged by the former Maryland- 
15 er John Williams. During his 
£ five-year stay at Spendthrift, 
§ Reightler worked in the train- 
| ing division, and also with 
stallions and broodmares. 

"Spendthrift broke about 
165 yearlings a year while I 
was there," he said. "Working 
that hard is good preparation 
for almost anything." 

For Reightler, that would 
include helping to design and 
implement two of Maryland's 
showplace Thoroughbred 
establishments, Ross Valley 
Farm (now known as Mara¬ 
thon Farm) in Sparks, which 
he managed for the late Elea¬ 
nor Ross (Sparenberg) from 
1984 to '89, and Bob Manfuso 
and Katy Voss's Chanceland 
Farm in West Friendship, 
where he served as manager 
for 10 years until going out on 
his own in 1999. 




















Reightler and his wife, Bar¬ 
rie, who is the MHBA's direc¬ 
tor of publications, live at 
their Hill Rise Farm in White 
Hall, where they keep seven 
foxhunters (four active and 
three retired), including Pa¬ 


gan Moon, the Malibu Moon 
gelding whom Reightler cam¬ 
paigned in partnership to win 
the 2006 Maryland Stallion 
Station Stakes at Pimlico. 

Horses being his avocation 
as well as his vocation, Reight¬ 


ler is field master for the Mt. 
Carmel Hounds and the long¬ 
time racing secretary for the 
Howard County-Iron Bridge 
race meet. 

His motivation for serving 
on the MHBA Board of Direc¬ 


tors is simply stated: "The 
Thoroughbred business has 
been very good to me and my 
family. I want to play an active 
role in ensuring the Maryland 
Thoroughbred industry's fu¬ 
ture viability." ^ 


Billy Meister wins 
S. Bryce Wing award 

he Maryland Hunt 
Cup Committee presented 
the S. Bryce Wing Award 
this year to William S. (Billy) 

Meister, in recognition of his 
outstanding contributions to 
Maryland timber racing. 

S. Biyce Wing was a mem¬ 
ber of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup Association from 1939 
until his death at age 85 in 
1975. He was secretary of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup Associ¬ 
ation for 10 years and presi¬ 
dent of the National Steeple¬ 
chase Association. Wing was 
also a member of The Jockey 
Club and Master of Fox¬ 
hounds at Elkridge-Harford. 

Wing was widely respected 
and his love of horses and 
horsepeople was lifelong. 

After his death, the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup Committee 
decided to honor Wing with 
an award to be given to those 
who have made an outstand¬ 
ing contribution to Maryland 
timber racing. It can be given § 
in honor of a specific racing 3 
season or a lifetime of ser- § 
vice. Significantly, the silver 0 
trophy is not given each year, 
but only when the commit¬ 
tee feels it is genuinely de¬ 
served. 

As Liz McKnight noted 
in her presentation speech, 

"This year's recipient is most 
worthy. Billy Meister repre¬ 
sents Maryland timber rac¬ 
ing in the purest fashion. He 
has devoted his life, worked 
passionately, lived and 
breathed timber racing for 
over 30 years." 

Meister's career started 
early-he learned the hard 
knocks of riding with two 



falls before he was born, 
McKnight told the assem¬ 
bled crowd. His parents. 
Bunny Meister and the late 
Betty Meister, remarkable 
horsemen in their own right, 
guided him to his successful 
racing career. 

Meister has to his credit 
more than 500 race rides 
and nearly 100 wins, includ¬ 
ing 19 Maryland Hunt Cup 
mounts which resulted in 
three victories. He trained 
this year's Hunt Cup win¬ 
ner, Twill Do.

Safely Kept, the Mary¬ 
land-bred who earned an 
Eclipse Award as the nation's 
champion sprinter of 1989, 
has been pensioned from her 
second career as a multiple 
stakes-producing broodmare. 

Now 24, Safely Kept makes 
her home at M. Lyn Burleson's 
Burleson Farms near Midway, 
Ky., where she gave birth to an 
Empire Maker filly on May 17 
for Richard Santulli's Jayeff B 
Stables. 

Safely Kept (Horatius— 
Safely Home, by Winning Hit) 
is the dam of nine foals of rac¬ 
ing age. All eight starters are 
winners and include stakes 
winners Peace Chant (2003, 
c.. War Chant; $248,357) and 
Contrast (2002, f.. Unbridled; 
$147,706), both of whom were 
graded stakes-placed. Her 
3-year-old son. Safety Check 
(by Empire Maker), won a 
maiden special weight at Bel¬ 
mont Park on May 23. She is 
the granddam of stakes win¬ 
ner Welcome Home (by Dixie¬ 
land Band). 


The leading Maryland- 
bred female money-earner of 
all time. Safely Kept amassed 
$2,194,206 while winning or 
placing in 29 of 31 starts over 
four seasons. She captured 22 
stakes, 12 in graded company, 
including the 1990 Breeders' 
Cup Sprint-Gl (in a thrilling 
performance over European 
champion Dayjur). 

Bred by David and JoAnn

It was the second stakes 
win in a row for the son of 
Broad Brush, who captured 
Delaware Park's $50,000 Jo¬ 
seph French Memorial Stakes 
in his last outing on May 29. In 
seven starts this season, he has 
recorded four wins and a sec¬ 
ond, while boosting his career 
earnings to $615,830. 

Owned by Premier Stables 
Unlimited and TAG Stables 
and trained by Mark Shuman, 
Encaustic (out of Illeria, by 
Stop the Music) was bred by 
Robert E. Meyerhoff's Fitz- 
hugh LLC. Meyerhoff cam¬ 
paigned Encaustic mi til selling 
him privately at the beginning 
of his 4-year-old season. 

Illeria was purchased by 
Meyerhoff for $350,000 at the 
1994 Keeneland November 
sale. Meyerhoff bred three

Music City captures 
Morluc Stakes at 
Churchill Downs 

Music City, a 4-year-old 
Maryland-bred colt by City 
Zip, joined the ranks of stakes 
winners with a game perfor¬ 
mance in the $54,500 Morluc 
Stakes on June 18 at Churchill 
Downs. 

Despite having won each of 
his two earlier starts this sea¬ 
son, the most recent at Presque 
Isle Downs on May 19, Music 
City was dispatched at odds 
of more than 12-1 in the field 
of eight for the Morluc, which 
was contested at five furlongs 
over firm turf. 

On or near the lead 
throughout the race, which 
was run in swift fractions of 
:21.93, :44.51 and :56.56, Music 
City outfinished favored Barge 
by two and a half lengths to 
earn the victory. 

Owned by Michael Helm- 
brecht and trained by William 
Helmbrecht, Music City was 
bred by longtime Maryland 
breeders Dr. and Mrs. Leon¬ 
ard Pineau. He was sold for 
$15,000 at the 2007 Keeneland 
September Yearling sale and 
resold for $35,000 at the 2008 
Ocala Breeders' Sales Com¬ 
pany's June sale of 2-year- 


olds in training. Last year at 3, 
Music City finished second in 
the Humphrey S. Finney and 
W.E.B.N. Stakes. In 15 career 
outings, he has six wins, three 
seconds and one third, for ca¬ 
reer earnings of $158,159. 

Music City is the eighth 
foal from his dam. Play Po (by 
Play On), a winning daughter 
of major producer Ahpo Hel 
(by Mr. Leader), from the fam¬ 
ily of multiple Grade 2 winner 
and Grade 1-placed Justwhis- 
tledixie. Play Po is the dam of 
one other stakes horse: Pre¬ 
mier Performer (1999, Con¬ 
quistador Cielo; $411,755, 2nd 
Kentucky Cup Sprint S-G3, 
etc.). 



Baltimore Bob carries 
banner for home state at 
Colonial Downs 

After a thrilling duel 
through the stretch on the in¬ 
ner turf, Maryland-bred Bal¬ 
timore Bob prevailed by a 
head over favorite Vanquisher 
to take the $50,000 Da Hoss 
Stakes on June 12 at Colonial 
Downs. 

Ridden by Vladimir Diaz, 
Baltimore Bob settled mid¬ 
pack three-wide in the early 
going, advancing as he neared 
the lane before battling with 
Frisky Thunder past the six¬ 
teenth marker. Favorite Van¬ 


quisher, ridden by Rosemary 
Homeister Jr., swung wide 
past the three-sixteenths 
marker and finished with a 
flourish to miss by a head. 
Frisky Thunder was third. 

Final time for the mile on 
firm turf was 1:35.48. 

Diaz, who has ridden Bal¬ 
timore Bob in his last three 
races, "told me he was a nice 
horse and he wasn't wrong 
about that," said trainer J.B. 
Secor. 

Secor, who saddled Bal¬ 
timore Bob to win Pimlico's 
Henry S. Clark Stakes in April, 
is particularly high on the 
horse. 

"I'm extremely satisfied 
with this one," he stated. "Any 
trainer that has their trainer's 
license would love to have this 
horse in the barn." 

Owned by Robert Ger- 
czak and Kaygar Stable (Car¬ 
ol Kaye-Garcia and Carlos 
Garcia), Baltimore Bob has 
rounded into stakes-winning 
form this season at age 5, win¬ 
ning or placing in four of his 
five starts. Earlier in the year 
he finished third in two Grade 
3 events: the Fair Grounds 
and John B. Connally Turf 
Handicaps, for trainer Helen 
Pitts. His season's earnings 
($108,500) have boosted his 
lifetime total to $261,380. 

A son of Malibu Moon (out 
of Gabby's Love, by Perkin 
Warbeck), Baltimore Bob was 
bred by Kaye-Garcia and Bar¬ 
bara Smith. He is the fifth foal 
from his stakes-placed dam, 
who has also produced stakes 
winner Gabianna ($136,610, 
The Very One S). ^

HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent sup¬ 
porting issues as selected by a committee headed by the chair¬ 
person of the MHBA Legislative Committee. Any adminis¬ 
trative expense will be paid by the MHBA. Reports of PAC 
contributions must be filed with the State Administrative 
Board of Election Laws and are a matter of public record. 


WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to a 
single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in any 
given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the PAC 
must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS 
OF MY CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

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Assembly panel releases 
exchange wagering bill 


L egislation sponsored by Assemblywoman 
Connie Wagner, Assemblyman Craig J. 
Coughlin and Assemblyman John Burzichelli 
to authorize exchange wagering on results of in-state 
and out-of-state horse races was released on June 17 
by an Assembly panel. 

Exchange wagering is a form of betting in which 
two or more persons place directly opposing wagers. 
It allows a bettor to wager on a selected outcome 
occurring, and another bettor to wager on that same 
outcome not occurring. 

Under the bill (A2926), once the outcome of the 
race is determined, funds would be transferred from 
the exchange wagering account of the bettor who 
lost the wager to that of the bettor who won the 
wager, and applicable transaction or other fees would 
be levied by the exchange wagering licensee for use 
and distribution as provided by the commission’s 
rules and regulations. 

For example, if the bill became law, people would 
be able to place bets not only on what horses might 
win the race, but on which ones may lose. 

"Expanding wagering options can only help 
boost our horse racing industry and tracks and 


ensure New Jersey stays a step ahead of the rest of the 
nation when it comes to innovative approaches,” said 
Wagner (D-Bergen). "This is a step forward for New 
Jersey horse racing.” 

"This bill will ensure this new option for horse 
wagering in our state is properly regulated and 
safeguarded,” said Coughlin (D-Middlesex). "It’s an 
exciting new option that will keep New Jersey ahead 
of the pack.” 

"This is just another way to help our horse 
racing industry,” said Burzichelli (D-Gloucester / 
Cumberland / Salem), who recently authored a law 
aimed at decreasing New Jersey’s horse racing events 
but increasing purses at those races. 

The bill would authorize the Newjersey Racing 
Commission to issue a license to the Newjersey 
Sports and Exposition Authority to establish an 
exchange wagering system. The issuance of the 
license is subject to the approval of the Newjersey 
Attorney General. 

The bill requires votes by the full Assembly and 
Senate. A floor vote was expected June 21.

JohnJ. Reilly Handicap 



G erard Artz’s Unwritten made his first start in 
2010 a successful one when he captured the 
$100,000 JohnJ. Reilly Handicap for New 
Jersey-breds on May 29 at Monmouth Park. 

Unwritten broke sharply from the gate and went 
straight to the lead with Joey P. in hot pursuit. Jockey 
Edgar Prado let the son of Unlimited Sky—Eager 
Flyer, by Silver Buck, go through an opening quarter 
of :21.93 and a half mile in :44.45. Leading by two 
lengths at the top of the stretch, Unwritten widened 
the advantage through the lane to win by three 
lengths in a final time of 1:10.14. 

"We knew there was a lot of speed in the race,” 
said Prado. "If we broke well, we figured it would be 
best to let him go. I just let him run on, and he dug 
in all the way to the wire.” 

It was the 11th win in 27 starts for the 6-year- 
old, who was making his first start for trainer Rick 
Dutrow. Joey P. settled for second and Hop Skip and 
Away was third. 

Unwritten, bred by Tee-N-Jay Farm, has career 
earnings of $363,089.

handicap mare division with her victory in 
the $100,000 Open Mind Handicap on June 13 at 
Monmouth Park.

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Virginia-bred champions of 2009 


C ontinuing his success of 
recent years,Virginia breeder 
Edward P. (Ned) Evans headlines 
the Virginia-bred championships 
for 2009. Horses bred by Evans at 
his Spring Hill Farm in Casanova 
earned more than $4 million and 
garnered four state-bred titles. 

Evans’s Quality Road, cham¬ 
pion 3-year-old male, tops the list 
in earnings and accomplishments. 
The colt by Elusive Quality out 
of Kobla, by Strawberry Road 
(Aus), made his share of non- 
race-finish-related headlines with 
a cracked hoof that kept him out 
of the Kentucky Derby-G1 and a 
mental meltdown that eliminated 
him just before the start of the 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl. 

But when Evans’s best home¬ 
bred made it into and then out 
of the starting gate, he was spec¬ 
tacular, winning the Fountain of 
Youth Stakes-G2 and setting a 
track record in the Florida Derby- 
G1 for trainer Jimmy Jerkens. 
Moved to the barn of Todd 
Pletcher, Quality Road smashed a 
Saratoga track record in winning 
the Amsterdam Stakes-G2. 

At year’s end, Quality Road 
had made six starts, winning three 
races, finishing second twice 
and third once while earning 
$947,030. The budding superstar 
was third to Summer Bird and 
Hold Me Back in the Travers 
Stakes-Gl and second to Summer 
Bird in the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup-Gl—both contested on off 
tracks. 

Evans’s other homebred 
Grade 1 winner, Cat Moves, was 
named champion sprinter. By Tale 
of the Cat out of Dance Move, 
by Capote, Cat Moves won two 
allowance races before defeating 


her stablemate Light Green in 
the six-furlong $300,000 Prioress 
Stakes-Gl at Belmont Park. She 
was also third in the Grade 1 Test 
Stakes at Saratoga while earning 
$287,850 from just five 2009 
starts. 

The Evans/Pletcher team 
earned the award for champion 
3-year-old female with Grade 2 
winner Malibu Prayer (Malibu 
Moon—Grand Prayer, by Grand 
Slam), who made nine starts, win¬ 
ning four races, including the 
$150,000 Chilukki Stakes-G2 at 
Churchill Downs and $65,000 
Cat Chat Stakes at Belmont. 
While earning $348,526, she 
added to her resume a runner-up 
performance to Rachel Alexandra 
in the Grade 1 Mother Goose, as 
well as a second-place finish in 
the Grade 2 Delaware Oaks. 

Evans’s additional champion 
made his mark on the common¬ 
wealth’s most famous surface — turf. 
Pleasant Strike (Smart Strike 
—Colonella, by Pleasant Colony) 
was the only one in the quartet of 
Evans champions to win on his 
home turf. He captured the 
$50,000 Daniel G. Van Chef 
Stakes for Virginia-breds at 
Colonial Downs, and also fin¬ 
ished second in the $175,000 
Red Bank Stakes-G3 at Mon¬ 
mouth and $125,000 Cliff Hanger 
Stakes-G3 at the Meadowlands 
(all three on turf). His season’s 
earnings totaled $142,096. 

The late Hermen Greenberg’s 
Researcher was named cham¬ 
pion older male on the strength 
of his win in the $615,000 
Charles Town Classic and second 
in the $100,000 Queens County 
Handicap-G3 at Aqueduct. Bred 
by Virginia Tech Foundation Inc., 


Researcher (Two Smart—Wild 
Magnolia, by Apalachee) won or 
placed in three other stakes while 
earning $492,859 for the year. 

Jim Wilson’s Dresden Farm 
in Middleburg bred the cham¬ 
pion older female, Rollicking 
Affair. Racing exclusively 
at Presque Isle as a 5-year-old 
in 2009, the daughter of Black 
Tie Affair (Ire) out of What a 
Rollick, by Rollicking, won four 
of eight starts at the Pennsylvania 
track, including the $100,000 
H.B.P.A. Stakes, and placed in the 
$100,000 Windward Stakes, for 
season’s earnings of $168,135. 

Wayne and Susie Chatfield- 
Taylor bred Tizahit, who was 
named champion 2-year-old filly. 
By Tiznow out of Never a No 
Hitter, by Kris S., Tizahit made 
four starts, winning two and fin¬ 
ishing second once; she earned 
$161,925.Tizahit broke her maid¬ 
en at Monmouth and proceeded 
to finish second in the $75,000 
Blue Hen Stakes at Delaware.The 
$185,000 Keeneland September 
yearling concluded her season by 
winning the $200,000 Demoiselle 
Stakes-G2 at Aqueduct in 
November. 

Audley Farm in Berryville has 
consistently produced Virginia- 
bred champions for the past 20 
years, and 2009 was no exception. 
Toccet’s Charm (Toccet— 
Ruler’s Charm, by Cape Town) 
was named champion 2-year-old 
male after winning the restrict¬ 
ed $50,000 Jamestown Stakes at 
Colonial Downs and finishing 
second in the $75,000 Dover 
Stakes at Delaware Park. The bar- 
gain-priced $16,000 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Sales year¬ 
ling earned $64,650. 


The second Audley-bred 
year-end honoree was Eishin 
Boston, named champion over 
fences. Competing in Japan, 
Eishin Boston earned $867,713 
and starred in two steeplechase 
stakes —the Kokura Summer 
Jump Stakes-G3 and Tokyo Jump 
Stakes-G3. The now 8-year-old, 
by Cat Thief—Mather Miss (by 
Black Tie Affair-Ire), has bank¬ 
rolled more than $1.6 million. 

Sara Collette’s Pageland in 
Casanova abuts Evans’s Spring 
Hill Farm, and she adds to the 
list of award winners from that 
rural enclave. Collette won the 
VTA’s Award of Achievement as 
the breeder of two-time Virginia 
Gold Cup winner Salmo, who 
has earned $193,310 with 33 
starts in nine seasons of competi¬ 
tion. By Northern Baby out of 
Melantha, by Vast Empire, Salmo 
won the four-mile timber clas¬ 
sic in 2007 and 2009. In his 
only start in between those two 
victories, he lost the International 
Gold Cup by a neck to Bubble 
Economy. 

Finally, the Virginia Equine 
Hall of Fame has a new inductee — 
Paul Mellon’s Java Gold. 

A son of Key to the Mint out 
of Javamine, by Nijinsky II, Java 
Gold skipped the Triple Crown 
like so many other 3-year-old 
Mellon homebreds managed by 
trainer Mack Miller, and proceed¬ 
ed to win three Grade 1 fixtures 
in 1987 - the Travers, Whitney 
and Marlboro Cup Invitational. 
Earning $1,908,832, he won or 
placed in nine graded stakes and 
was out of the money just twice 
(both times he was fourth) in 15 
career starts during his two-year 
racing career. 
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VHBPA sponsors popular programs at Colonial Downs 


T he Virginia HBPA once again 
offered the popular Groom 
Elite training program during the 
summer race meet at Colonial 
Downs. The program, sponsored 
by the national HBPA and direct¬ 
ed by Dr. Reid McLellan, is a 
six-week course that was taught 
on dark day afternoons (Thursday 
and Friday). Instruction was a 
combination of classroom work 
and hands-on learning in the 
barn. 

Topics included equine behav¬ 
ior, conditioning, leg anatomy, 
nutrition, bandaging, grooming, 
tacking, test barn protocol, loading 
and safety. McLellan was assisted 
in teaching by local horsemen 
who were certified as instructors 
by the Elite program. 

This summers group of 20 
students ranged in age from teens 
to those long past teenaged years. 
Some were new to the race track. 
Others were veterans. At the end 
of the program those who earned 
a score of 70 percent or better 
on both the written and skills 
examination were certified as 
Groom Elite.That carried with it 
a special identification card and a 
Groom Elite jacket. 

Best barn and best 
turned-out awards 

Another popular program 
sponsored by the VHBPA during 
the Colonial meet was the week¬ 
ly $100 award for the best-kept 
barn. Competition was spirited, 
not just for money but bragging 
rights, with photos of the weekly 
winner posted prominently on 
the backstretch. Winners were 
selected by the VHBPA s summer 
interns and executive director. 

On a daily basis, grooms com¬ 
peted prior to each race on the 
card for a $20 best turned-out 




horse award. Winners were cho¬ 
sen by paddock judge Duane 
Christo. Nearly $8,000 in awards 
was distributed by the VHBPA 
during the meet.

Thursday, June 3, showcased the 
winning debut of Sun Thief, a 3-year- 
old Cat Thief filly who campaigns for 
Joseph Yourchisin under the banner 
of Confetti Farms Inc.The filly's 
determined three-quarter-length 
score in an open maiden special 
weight authenticated a series of 
bullet morning trials. 

Bred by Thoroughbred Farms, Sun 
Thief is the first foal from the unraced 
Distinctive Pro mare Sun Trine, who is 
a half-sister to stakes winner Bo Bo's 
Vice ($249,549) and stakes-placed 
On the Fan ($199,441). 

In the June 3 nightcap. Flaming 
Tap sizzled home by five lengths in 
a four and a half-furlong contest. 


stopping the clock in :52.85 in a style 
worthy of year-older half-brother and 
multiple stakes winner Nay's Tap. 

Both geldings were bred by Wade 
Sanderson from the mare Tapforaly 
(by Pleasant Tap). Flaming Tap is a 
3-year-old by Mutakddim. Nay's Tap 
is a son of Northern Afleet. 

Flaming Tap campaigns for 
Longfield Racing Stable and trainer 
Terry Socks. 

Saturday, June 5, marked the 
return of the speedy and talented 

Jolie Ange. 

Owned and bred by Nancy 
Terhune, the 4-year-old stakes- 
winning daughter of Lion Hearted- 
Bright Shining, by Marquetry, dusted 
off eight months of inactivity with 
a six and a half-length score in 
allowance company. Well prepared 
by trainer Gary Capuano, last year's 
winner of the Sadie Hawkins Stakes 
got her fifth win in 10 lifetime starts to 
push her earnings over $100,000. 

Charles Town Races's leading 
rider, J.D. Acosta, was aboard for the 
wire-to-wire effort. 


Runner-up to Jolie Ange 
was Carey K. Miller's venerable 
homebred Saxet Heights, who 
started as the 3-5 favorite in the field 
of seven. 

Thursday, June 10, allowed 
longshot players to obtain some 
revenge on their chalk counterparts, 
when 20-1 Lady Cowboy dug in her 
spurs to claim victory. 

The lightly raced daughter of 
Cowboy Carson—Alhambra Circle, 
by Elfish, scored for owner Lucky Red 
Stables (J.K. Wallen) and trainer Earl 
McCormick. 

Racing with Lasix for the second 
time, the 4-year-old filly fended off 
her challengers under apprentice 
Mitchell Snow. 

Lil Bright Berry took 2009 off, but 
has come back with a vengeance 
this year, winning back-to-back 
races for owner/trainer Tim Collins. 
The much improved 4-year-old 
gelded son of Bright Launch- 
Juniper Berry, by Gulch, added 
$16,200 to his bankroll in the June 11 
allowance feature.

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Collins purchased Kentucky-bred 
Lil Bright Berry as a weanling at the 
2006 Keeneland November sale for 
$1,700 and has campaigned him to 
win or place in seven of 11 career 
starts, for earnings of $79,180. As a 
2-year-old, Lil Bright Berry finished 
second in the Charles Town Hall of 
Fame Cup Stakes. 

Owner/trainer/breeder Ronney 
Brown couldn't have been prouder 
of his star performer Hailey’s Jet last 
year, as she compiled an enviable 
record of five wins and four thirds in 
nine starts. 

This year the dependable 
chestnut mare by A. P Jet—Dante's 
Dancer, by Northern Jove, was 
having difficulties finding the 
winner's circle until her start on June 
11. Facing a field of six West Virginia 
peers, the 5-year-old stumbled at the 
start but recovered to post a three- 
quarter-length victory as odds-on 
favorite. 

During his career Henry the 
Lover hasn't taken a backseat 
to many, but he had been 
uncharacteristically absent from the 
winner's circle since November 6, 
2009. 

That all changed in dramatic 
fashion on Saturday, June 12, as 


the 5-year-old warrior by Windsor 
Castle— Flirtation Walk, by Danzig 
Connection, handily controlled the 
pace, defeating his competition by 
two-and-one-quarter lengths. 

The dark bay/brown gelding is 
owned, trained and bred by James 
W. Casey, who stands Windsor 
Castle at his Taylor Mountain Farm in 
Charles Town. 

Henry the Lover has won nine 
of 26 career starts and earned 
$218,214. He has to his credit 
victories in the Coin Collector and 
Salerno Stakes and a third in the 
West Virginia Futurity. 

Windsor Castle, a Grade 
2-winning son of Lord Carson— 
Frigidette, by It's Freezing, entered 
stud in 2004. He has been 
represented by additional stakes 
winners Down Town Allen (the 
champion Weest Virginia-bred 
2-year-ol filly of 2009) and Colonel J 
W. 

Casey's long-range goal several 
years ago was to upgrade the 
quality of his broodmare band to 
match the quality of his stallions. That 
plan is now paying dividends. 

When Windsor Castle's 3-year- 
old son Red Light made his debut 
on April 1, his performance was 


more suggestive of a yellow light or 
cautious test run. 

However, since the addition of 
blinkers two starts ago, he has been 
given the green light for Casey. 

The dark bay/brown colt out of 
Hero's Siren, by Sea Hero, made 
every pole a winning one on June 
13, fending off a late bid of first-time 
starter Luxury Tax to become one 
of 14 winners from 26 starters for 
Windsor Castle so far in 2010.

andra Witherow's young 
stallion Ballado's Gold got a 
tremendous boost in his family 
when his half-brother Drosselmeyer 
captured the Belmont Stakes-Gl on 
June 5. 

Ballado's Gold, a 7-year-old son 
of Saint Ballado and the first foal out 
of multiple Grade 1 winner Golden 
Ballet (by Moscow Ballet), entered 
stud at Witherow Farm in New 
Cumberland in 2009. The allowance 
winner, also a half-brother to stakes 
winner and Grade 1-placed Stage 
Luck, has his first foals on the ground 
this year.
